In these arti- 
cles “ Observer " will consider all phases of 
the upheaval which has thrown our neigh- 
bor to the south Into chaos and which Is pre- 
senting difficult problems.to the government 
in Washington. 

“ Observer "* returned to Chicago yesterday 
direct from Mexico. His initia! article wil) 
describe his first hand experiences and ob- 
servations during the battle in Monterey late 
in October. 

Hurried Back to Mexico. 

Far! 
Chicago to South and Central America and 
Mexico to write a series of articles for Tur 
TRIBUNE. He went first to Cuba and then to 
Mexico, where he spent a month, but at that 
t'me affairs there were not at a crisis, and 
he proceeded on through Central America. 
down the west coast of South America, and 
across to Buenos Aires. There, in July, he 
got word to return at once to Mexico. 

His general instructions were to get as un- 
biased information as poesible concerning 
the motives and actions of the different par- 
ties and leaders in the distraught republic; 
to try to ascertain the real causes for the dis- 
turbances, and to learn whether they were 
a part of any general movement of the.people 
for better government or merely due to the 
apparent love of the Mexicans for disorder. 


Light on the Big Problem. 

The articiés he is writing as a result of his 
trip through Mexico will cover the attitude 
of the Mexican government, the rival par- 
ties, and the Mexican people toward the 
government and the people of the United 
States and toward the Americans and other 
foreigners living, in the country. 

The problem of intervention will be consid- 
ered by “ Observer,” who will give his judg- 
ment of whether and to what extent inter- 
vention by the United States would really 
unite the Mexican factions to oppose the ad- 
vance of American troops. 

The attitude of Americans and other for- 
eigners in. Mexico toward the Mexicans wil! 
be outlined, as well as their feeling toward 
the Mexican policy of the Washington gov- 
ernment.

Crowds See Men and Women

WEST SIDE BLAZE COSTS $200,000 


A throng in the street yesterday afternoon 
watched more than 200 men and women flee 
down fire escapes when flames attacked the 
Northwestern University building at 181 
North Dearborn street. Several women 
fainted and were carried from the building. 
Among the men helped down the fire escape 
was Dean G. V. Black of the university's 
dental school, 

The fire originated in the basement of the 
building, which was the old Tremont hotel. 
Smoke penetrated the fifth and sixth floors, 
occupied by the dental school. Two hundred 
and fifty stuci “ts were operating in the two 
rooms. Every chair was occupied by pa- 
tients, some wf whom were women. 

The odor of smoke occasioned a panic 
among the patients. They jumped from their 
chaiis and rushed to the windows, The stu- 
dents and instructors attempted to pacify 
them and obtain an orderly exit from the 
building, but were unsuccessful. Shoppers 
in Dearborn street were attracted by the sud- 
den appearance at windows of men and 
women who screamed for help. The fire es- 
capes were lowered and the rush to safety 
Sagem, 


Smoke Pervedepes Fire Escape. 
With the opening of the windows dense 


sills and others who by this time were.clam- 
bering dewn fire escapes:Mounted Po- 
liceman Thomas Clark was among the Orét to 
go to the aid of those on the fire escapes. He 
helped several women to reach the sidewalk 
in safety.

The firemen who arrived at the first alarm 
immediately went to the basement, where 
burning oakum was discovered !na plumbing 
establishment. Smoke was pouring from the 
building and a second alarm was sent in. 
More than a dozen companies responded. 

The blaze was confined to the basement. 
The loss will not exceed $1,060. The damage 
‘was caused by smoke and water. 


Hurt Fighting Blaze. 

P. A. Peterson, president of the Eureka 
Water Heater company, etruck his head ona 
water pipe in the basement and incurred a 
laceration of the right ear and bruises on 
the head. He was trying to quench the burn- 
ing oakum with a hand extinguisher when 
hurt. 

Grace Clopper of 4656 Dover street, Mise 
Lottie Serles of 714 East Huron street, and 
Mar g*inyder were among those who fainted 
in citairs and were carried down fire escapes 
by students. 

Clara Davis, private secretary of Dr. Koch, 
and Effie Miller, expert accountant in h'‘s of- 
fice, assisted the secretary to quiet excited 
women. Others who aided in the rescue wor’ 
were demonstrators at the school. They 
were Drs. M. M. Postle, L. E. Butler, G. R.

Mexico City, ‘Nov. 15.—Regardless of ru- 
mors and notwithstanding the indistence of 
far seeing friends, Gen. Huerta appeared 
more determined tonight than at any time 
during the last week to retain the presidency 
and carry out his plans of installing the 
substitute congress. 

Huerta reiterated today that he continued 
to be the head of the Mexican government, 
and the fact that he took no step towards 
preventing the inauguration of the new con- 
gress as demanded by the United States, 
was construed at the embassy and the lega- 
tions as indicative of what may be expected 
in the future. 

The representatives of the majority of 
the foreign governments appeared to be- 
Heve Gen. Huerta has brought affairs to 
such a point that drastic action may be 
necessary. oe 


Admits Peril te Allens, 

“ O, no, I shall not quit,” Gen. Huerta said 
tonight. “I shall coktinue, just as I have 
been ating, to put forth my best efforts to 
bring about the pacification of the country 
and thus fulfill the promise I made on taking 
office.”’ 

It was suggested to the president that con- 
ditions might become such that foreigners, 
particularly Americans, would be in danger. 

Gen. Huerta calmly agreed that this might 
be so, but added? 

‘In. that case I shall do all I can to pro- 
tect them.” \ 

The president thought a moment and con- 
tinued: 

“ True, the rabble of the city might rise, but 
I would not hesitate to apply the severest 
methods in my power to restore order and 
punish the guilty. At any rate, Il am re- 
solved to continue in the attempt to carry 
out my program of pacification.” 


British Subjects Ordered Out. 

Great Britain apparemly sees the menace 
of the situation as all subjects of the Empire 
sow in Mexico were ordered today to lose 
no tire in making their way to the port near- 
est where they reside. 

The British consul general here sent in- 
structions to the consuls and vice consuls 
throughout the republic that the situation 
ia serious and that lives cf foreigners are in 
danger. 

The instructions said that an anti-Amer!- 
ean outbreak is feared and that British fb- 
jects would be included, as the Mexicans 
would not be able to discriminate between 
Americans and English. 

This action was taken when Sir Lionel 
Carden, the British minister here, urged 
President Huerta to res'gn. 

Germany already had ordered her subjects 


to leave. 
Senate Fails of Quorum. 

President Huerta was unable to bring his 
new congress fully to life today. The cham- 
ber of deputies met and effected temporary 
organization, but the senate proved reaction- 

ry, and the lack of a quorum prevented or- 
ganization. 

Gen. Huerta and his friends, however, pro- 
fess to believe the greater part of their work 
is done hecause the newly created lower 
house has formally, and in their opinion le- 
gally, assembled. The senate, they think, 
can be induced to move into line by Monday, 

The roll call showed only twenty-one sen- 

ators present. Twenty-nine are necessary 
for a quorum. 

None of the Catholic banatore was present.

It was eastward bound 
for Spain, with a highly inflammable cargo 
of cotton and rum, when the Cunarder, bound 
hither from Meee: ports, camé to 
its assistance. 


Freak Message Tells Disaster. 
- First ‘néws of the disaster came through 
a.freak wireleas message picked up by the 

Marconi operator at Cape Race, N. F. While 
it) purported ‘to come from the Pannonia 
and said thet it had on board the Balmes’ 
passengers, the operator could not confirm 
the message and was further puzzied by the 
fact that the Pannonia, with a comparative- 
ly feeble wireless outfit, was admittedly out 
iof range. 

‘ The weird message remained unsolved until 
the Cunard offices in this city received from 
Lieyds’ agents in Bermuda a cablegram an- 
nouncing that Capt. Capper of the Pannonia 
had reported by wireless the safe rescue of 
the Baimes’ passengers and the fact that it 
was escorting the Balmes, still on fire, to the 
island. 


Liner’s Captain Sends Message. 

A supplementary message from the com- 
mander of the Pannonia said he had reached 
the side of the stricken vessel on the evening 
of Nov. 18 and remained with it all night. 
By daylight all of the passengers had been 
safely transferred... This afternoon the Pan- 
nonia was steaming toward Bermuda at an 
average speed of eight knots, and at 10 a, m., 
New York time, was 200 miles east of the 
island. The fire was still raging on the Span- 
iah liner, but its crew stuck to the boat.

Attorney General Lucey Will 
Bring Action to Test Con- 
stitutionality. 


SUIT IN COOE COUNTY. 


Charge Made That Assembly 
Passed Amendments in 
1911 Illegally.

Champaign, Ill., Nov. 15.—[(Special.]—A, 
genera! attack upon tae ¢Constitutionality of 
the state civil service law will begin Thurs- 
day before Judge Windes in the Cookicounty 
courts. The attorney general's office, act- 
ing directly, will attempt to have the law de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

Attorney General Patrick J. Lucey, inmak- 
ing the announcement that his office will at- 
tempt to put the state merit law out of bisi- 
ness, declared today there is to be but the 
single issue, and that the contention which 
he will cttermy * to have settled definitely and 


is no *“ good” civil service law now on the 
statute books. 

He will-.strike at the so-called “1911 
amendments" to the statewide law, in the 
first instance, butinvolved in the proceedings 
will be an attack upon the origina! law, which 
| concerned only the state charitable institu- 
tions. 

Seeks to Nullify Whole Act. 

Mr. Lucey made it plain that an opinion 
from the Supreme court upholding the argu- 
ment which the attoraey general's office is. 
preparing to make will wipe ovt entirely the 
present state civil service commission, the 
system of grading and classification now em- 
ployed in the state service in all depart- 
ments and institutions, and will place every 
appointive office in the state at the disposal! 
of the present state administration. 

Mr. Lucey came to Champaign today with 
Gov. Dunne’s official party, which traveled 
over from the state capital to witness the 
Illinois-Purdue football game. On the way 
over Mr. Lucey let it become known that it 
is the purpose of his office to take the offens- 
Ive against the civil service act. 

’ The attorney general's office,”” Mr. Lucey 
said, “is placed in the position of attacking 
rather than defending some of the statutes 
in the case brought by Miss Mary Sellers 
against the state auditor concerning her own 
position. 

Attorney General Upholds Auditor, 

* The auditor, declining to accept the pres- 
ent legal situation, will not accept the ruling 
of the civil service commission, which was 
forced to decide in favor of Miss Sellers 
when she was on trial before the commission. 
The attorney general's office holds in this 
instance that the 1911 act amending the 
original civil service act is unconstitutional 
ar.d that the state auditor is not required to 
issue or to refuse to issue warrants at the 
direction of the civil service commission. In 
other words, we are prepared to contend that 
there is no civil service commission. which 
has any authority.” 

Attorney General Lucey said the point re-

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BRIDES! LEARN TO BOIL WATER; 
SPECIAL CLASSES PLANNED. 


School of Domestic Science Will Teach 
Basic Art of Cooking and Make No 
Charge for Tuition. 


Prospective brides who are ignorant as to 
the proper method to boil water and recent 
brides whose husbands think further infor- 
mation on that subject would do no harm 
will have an opportunity to get it free next 
month. 

It was announced yesterday at the School 
of Domestic Arts and Science that for the 
forthcoming winter the service will be en- 
larged. Classes were opened last year, but 
tuition was charged. This year there will 
be instruction in the fundamentals free of 
charge. 

“It is a matter of necessity, ” explained 
Mrs. Lynden Evans. “ The servant prob- 
lem is getting more and more dificult each 
year and we must do something to enable 
young women to be independent of servants 
in emergencies. 

‘* Of course, some have fairly definite ideas 
on the question of-boiling water, but they 
don't know the methods of bolling different 
vegetables. They don’t know one végetable 
should be dropped into boiling water and oth- 
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érs into cool water which must be brought 
1s the boiling point. 

“They don't Know that soft water has its 
uses, which aré different from those to 
which hard water should be put. There are 
many of these things which are ignored by 
the average woman, and yet they are im- 
portant. There are plenty of schools which 
teach fancy cookery, and too few which 
teach the fundamentals we propose to em- 
phasize in our instruction course. 

“Girls are appalled at the idea of house- 
keeping. They should not oe and they will not 
if they study a bit. I am glad to say Chicago 
girls are doing more of this sort of prepara- 
tion than are girlies in almost any other city 
I know.” 

The lectures will start early in December, 
but just when Mrs. Evans has not decided. 
They will be a part of the program for acien- 
tific training in domestic matters.

Meyer Demands. County Trail 
Errant Husbands Afar. 


1,805 ABANDONED THIS YEAR 


Leave 6,818 Children While They Go 
te- Wermer Climate. 


Deserting husband are going to do penance 
behind prison bars hereafter in Illinois. 
County Agent Joseph Meyer has started an 
agitation among social workers against of- 
fending heads of families who abscond. He 
will send a communication to President A. A. 
McCormick of the county board asking for an 
appropriation sufficient to bring deserters 
back from other states in ordér to make “ ex- 
amples "’ of them, he said. 

“It ia a felony for a father to abandon 
a wife with a child under the age of one 
year,” said Mr. Meyer. “Only in cases of 
this kind does the state pay the expenses 
of bringing a deserter back for punishment. 
But we have been catching many wanderers 
at our own expense with good effect. We 
wish the county to return all wife deserters. 
The plan is to cotperate with the Court of 
| Domestic Relations. 


1,805. Families Deserted. 
. ' The desertion cases are the worst. we 
have to. contend with. . This year so far 1,805 
families and 6,318 children have been de- 
serted. 

“The number of deésertions is increasing 
all the time. The high cost af living has 
nothing to do with the desertions, according 
to the county agent's office. Ptalian fathers, 
it was said, begin to go south when the 
weather turns cold, and do not return until 
the days grow warm in the spring. Mean- 
while the county agent supplies his needy 
children with food and shoes and the wife 
takes in washing. 


Shut Out Eleventh Time. 

One man had deserted his family ten times. 
On his eleventh abandonment the wife re- 
belled and refused to “ take him back.” This 
action on her part was approved by charity 
workers, 

A small percentage of desertions were 
traced to the liquor habit. Another per- 
centage of abandonment could be charged 
to the account of the inefficiency of the wife 
as a housekeeper, Some men went to other 
women.

“+ One day after I had been taking the treat- 
ments for a month he told me that he was 
going to inject paraffin. With the aid of a 
Dr. Qualle he made the injection. He tooka 
cup full of paraffin, and with an instrument 
which looked like a bicycle pump injected it 
in my abdomen. 

“ A lump came up, and I suffered consid- 
erable pain. I went back to see Flint and 
he told me that the pain would stop after a 
time. I went to see Dr. Moore, a reliable 
physician, and he told me I would live only 
a couple of month@ if I did not have the 
paraffin cut out. 1 went back to,Flint, and 
after chasing him through several private 
rooms in the building I told him what an- 
other doctor had told me. 

“He said it was useless for me to have 
the paraffin cut out. I told him I was go- 
ing to die if I didn’t have it removed. 

“* You can carry that paraffin to your 
grave,’ he told me. 

“J told him that I woudn't. Finally he 
said if I was going to have it removed ta 
let him do it. I told him I wouldn't let him 
put his hands on me again, and I think that 
is the only reason I am alive today. 


* Just Escapes Blood Poisoning. 

“I went to see Dr. Charlies Kahlke at 32 
North State street, and he told me that I 
must have an operation at once’ or I would 
die before many months. He agreed to per- 
form the operation, and he removed the knot 
of paraffin as large as my fist. The lump of 
paraffin caused irritations and inflamma- 
tions, and Dr. Kahlke told me blood poison 
would have resulted soon if the operation 
had been delayed long. - ) 

“I started to try to recover damages from 
Dr. Flint. I went to the state board of 
health. A Mr. Hoffman there told me that 
although he could do nothing, he had-a 
brother-in-law who was a lawyer, and he 
might take care of my case. He took it, 
and after a long time it was settled out of 
court. Dr. Flint told my lawyer that he 
didn’t want the case to come to trial because 
of the notoriety it would cause him. 


Finds.He Never Had a Rupture. 

“Finally with the lawyer he arranged to 
pay me $237, which about covered my ex- 
penses. Consequently I didn't get any re- 
muneration for an injury that has unfitted 
me for hard work. Dr. Moore and. Dr. 
Kahlke, who examined me, found I never 
had a rupture and the only thing that was 
troubling me was a little bruise which prob<« 
ably had been caused by falling down the 
iron stairs."’ 


‘Another of Flint’s Victims. 

Another of Flint’s victims is Nels Peterson, 
who resides at 3135 Paulina street. Some- 
thing more than a year ago Peterson was 
lured by an ad in one of the local news- 
papers to that celebrated ‘‘ hernia special- 
ist's"’ office at 322 South State street. He 
was suffering from a double rupture. 

Flint “‘ treated’’ Peterson for six months. 
He used his usual method—the injection of 
paraffin He gave his dupe two dos*ts—two 
cupfuls of the fluid. Then Flint collected $70. 

At the end of six months the peraffin hard- 
ened, forming two lumps in Peterson’s body, 
which caused him intense pain. 

Peterson became convinced that he was the 
victim of malpractice. A visit to Dr. A. J. 
Ochsner confirmed this impression. The 
doctor told Peterson that he was in a dan- 
gerous condition. The man underwent an 
operation and the two lumps of peraffin were 
removed. Peterson keeps the lumps in a 
bottle. They are souvenirs that remind him

RAISES NEW CONGRESS. 


President Cites Need for Move- 
ment Launched by Dr. Frank- 
lin Martin. 


A confident prediction that for the next 
‘quarter of a century surgery will be sub- 
ordinated to internal medicine was made 
yesterday by Dr. John B. Murphy, new pres- 
ident of the Congress of Clinical Surgeons, 
speaking at the final clinic of the congress 
at Mercy hospital. 

Dr. Murphy's remarks followed a singu- 
lariy flattering demonstration by his fellow 
surgeons in their greeting him as the new 
head of the association. The veteran surgeon 
was visibly afiected, and paid an earnest 
tribute to the labors of the other surgeons 
in their effort to uphold the standard of the 
profession. 


Discusses Future of Practice. 

. Then he shifted abruptly to his d.ecussion 
of the future of practice, calling attention 
sharply to the possibilities of medicine and 
reminding his hearers of the high standard 
they must maintain, 

“If you were to ask me whether if I were to 
start in to study medicine today I wouid take 
medicine or surgery, I would tell you without 
hesitation that I would start in internal medi- 
cine. The advance of internal medicine in 
the next quarter of a century will be enor- 
mously greater than that in surgery. Inter- 
nal medicine has enormously more possibili- 
ties than surgery has. It is the internal med- 
icine that goes into the details, makes a 
careful examination and analyses, and en- 
deavors to arrive at a diagnosis. 

“I feel with you that the clinical con- 
ventions are to be the conventions of the 
future, that clinical teaching is to be the 
line of the meaical profesaion rather than 
the line of the papers, which we have fol- 
lowed in the past, but in order that that 
should be a success, and a continued success, 
it must haev the support of every member 
of the congress and the profession. 


Pay Tribute to Martin. 

Dr. Murphy described the labor necessary 
in selecting the fellows of the congress, and 
paid a tribute to the work of Dr. Franklin 
Martin in devising the method of selection. 
“ Dr. Martin, who originated the idea, had 
nothing but altruistic methods in doing ‘t,” 
Dr. Murphy said. “It involved colossal le- 
bor, and it involved enormous responsibility, 
and it is like every evolutional undertaking 
—it involved the most severe and often mer- 
ciless criticiam of the most biting and blis- 
tering type. But we finally saw his position, 
and saw that there was a use for this or- 
ganization, and that there was a purpose for 
this organization, and that there was an al- 
truism back of that. and that he had the 
courage to go on and persevere until this 
great Organization was finally launched the 
night before last.’’

Tracy, it appears, .realized at the time his 
mind was failing..-Thanksgiving he left the 
Butler hospital; Providence, where he had 
been confined, and took the New York boat. 
Letters found in his stateroom the following 
morning told of his act. 

Tracy’s nervous breakdown just previous 
to his death was caused partly by the suicide 
of his friend Kellogg Durland, the author, 
the previous year.

Wholly within. the city 
limits are 2,600 miles of railroad tracks— 
of which much less than half have so far 
been elevated—105 freight yards and 275 
stations where freight is received and de- 
livered. 

At one place, just outside the loop, there 
is nearly a square mile of land which is 
wholly given up to railroad use. By another 
railroad yard, in the very heart of the city, 
eighty acres of land are occupied. This 
last mentioned property immediately ad- 
joins land under private ownership which is 
assessed for taxing purposes at $1,500,000 
ap acre. 


OW can a sallensi company afford to 
hold and use such valuable land for the 
purpose of storing freight cars? 

Because under the present system of tax- 
ation in Liinois an acre of land in the heart 
of Chicago which is even constructively 
covered with railroad tracks is assessed at 
exactly the same figure as an acre of land 
in the open country, twelve miles outside of 
Cairo, which is used for the same purpose. 

If railroad property in Chicago was taxed 
at anything like the same rate as adjoining 
property under private ownership it is 
reasonably certain that the present enor- 
mous railroad holdings in the city would 
presently be broken up. |

Harmony With Figure, Not 
‘Emphasis, Must Rule, De- 
cide Women’s Tailors. 


LARGER WAIST STYLISH. 


Cleveland Convention Indorses 
Many New Fads; All Based 
n ‘* Roominess.”” 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—After 
witnessing @ style show that startled by its 
innovations, the members of the National 
Cloak, Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation at their final session here today 
adopted the style committee's report. 

*“ Au naturel” is the keynote. Not em- 
phasizing, but. rather harmonizing with the 
lines of the figure au naturel, the figure re- 
vealed by the newest evolved corset (the cor- 
set of flexible fabric and pliable stays) is the 
keynote of women’s garments for the spring 
of 1914. In the day of the “ straight front "’ 
corset long waisted front effects in coats and 
suit jackets were le mode. Not so today. 


| High Waisted Front Effect. 

Emphasis is laid in the garments com- 
mended as correct for next spring on a high 
waisted front effect. This is produced by 
means of cleverly arranged belts, or by 
seams so slanted as to give the desired na- 
tural poise to the standing figure. Where 
‘belts or seams are so continued as toencircle 
the waist, at the back the line is normal, 
that is, slanted neither up or down. 

The tailored walking suit jacket will be 
short. It will reach barely to the curve of the 
hip line, and a feature of. this jacket is the 
cut of the bottom, a gradual slope running 
from the front to the under arm seam [again 
indicating the high front waist effect], the 
Dack cut of' many jackets being’ equare 
across. Sleeves for tallored jackets are to 
be full length, asd set in with stitching 


around the arm sie. 


“Kimono” Sleeve in Favor. 

The longer dressing effect is to have a pos- 
tillion effect at the back, the increased length 
ranging from three to five inches, beginning 
at the under arm seam. Sleeves in seven- 
eighths length are commended with the 
fancy jackets and on loose lines, a large, 
deep arm hole accompanying the long droop- 
ing shoulder. The mantle “ kimono " sleeve 
will continue to be “ good.” 

Overskirts will be much in evidence. It will 
be a modernized overskirt, however, of grace- 
ful lines; and in reality this overskirt is a de- 
velopment of the tunic, cut in a variety of 
shapes. Thetunic or overskirt must be fuller 
than the underneath skirt to bring about the 
desired effect. 

Coats will be cut a variety of lengths, with 
medium as the watchword. The service coat 
will be “geod.” No full lengths are 
scheduled: few extremely short. Deep set 
in sleeves will share honors equally with the 
loose’ mantle sleeve. 


Drop Ornaments Fashionable. 

Drop ornaments will be exceedingly fash- 
lonable, tassels, passamenterie or cord drops 
in various artistic designs, with occasional 
applique on cord ornaments will be seen: 

The general outline for costumes and 
dresses for the spring of 1914 will embody 
the larger waist, narrow at the feet, and 
draped at the hips. 

The waist portion will feature bolero, 
blouse, and peasant draped waist over lace. 
Vest effects will be employed in many orig- 
inal ideas. Blousing of the waist will con~- 
tinue in favor. 

The costume skirt continues narrow at the 
bottom, with decided fullness at the hips, 
which will be obtained by the use of modified 
minarets, peg tops, ruffies, and the bustle 
back. Skirts will continue to be long

Morrison Tells How Federation 
Will Make Its Campaign. 


ASKS INQUIRY ON STRIKE. 


Convention Wants Congress to Take 
Action in Colorado, 


Seattle, Wash, Nov. 15—{Special. }—Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, today outlined the meth- 
ods by which that organization will wage its 
war on quack doctors and vendors of rcos- 
trums. With J. W. Hays, Hugh Stevenson, 
Max S. Hayes, and T. W. McCullough of the 
International Typographical union, Secre- 
tary Morrison sponsored resolutions con- 
demning the practice of vending drugs or 
nostrums of any kind under the (aise prom- 
ise that they will cure tuberculosis. 

Secretary Morrison said a vigorous cam- 
paign, consisting largely of education and 
warning, will be waged. 

If the resolutions are adopted, Morrison 
said, the American Federation of Laber will 
carry out an education campaign to warn 
every workman in the country creat we 
evila of fake advertising, - : ) 


Pian Mine Strike tiniest: 

The Colorado coal miners’ strike was a 
subject of debate on the floor of the con- 
vention this morning, and a resolution was 
adopted instructing the executive council to 
codperate with the United Mine Workers of 
America in obtaining a federal investigation 
of conditions in the strike district. 

A resolution on behalf of the railroad shop- 
men was adopted on motion of President 
Gompers, and ordered telegraphed to Presi- 
dent Wileon. Mt requested that while the fed- 
eral board of mediation was considering the 
strike on the Texas lines of the Southern 
Pacific it aleo take up the shopmen's strike 
on the Harriman lines, begun in August, 1911, 

The convention took the ground that the 
Southern Pacific’s announced willingness to 
arbitrate the present strike indicated a radi- 
cal change of policy on the whole system, 
as a conference with the striking shopmen 
of 1911 had been . hitherto refused. — 


Defeats Penny Post Attack. 

A resolution condemning the proposal of 
penny postage, as being in the interest of 
large manufacturers and mail order houses, 
rather than of the people as a whole, was 
unanimously defeated. 

The convention condemned the ruling of 
the judge advocate general of the army, 
under which civil service employés of the 
quartermaster department were dismissed, 
and the federation declared itself opposed to 
the principle of extending military enlist- 
ment. to classes of work non-military in 
character. 

The convention indorsed a congressional 
bill establishing a minimum wage -of' not 
less than $3 a day for civil service employés 
and also the Lewis bill, for reclassification of 
the wages of postoffice clerks.

National Emergency Chief 
Says Party of Officials Tres- 
passed on His Property. 


CITY SEEKS. EVIDENCE. 


Dr. W. K. Murray and Building 
_ Inspectors Say-They Sought 
Photagraphs of Place. 


Dr. W..K. Murray, chief of the bureau of 
hospitals of the health commissioner's of- 
floe, yesterday “ made a call" at the Na- 
tional Emergency hospital, 1428 Welle street, 
accompanied by one of his assistants, two 
buliding inspectors, and a. photographer. 
Dr. L. D. Rogers, in charge of the hospital, 
says the visit was a trespass on hie property. 
He says the officials were discovered sneak- 
ing about the rear building. 

Dr. George B. Young, health commissioner, 


says his men were sent out at the request of 


the corporation counsel's office to obtain pho- 
tographs of the hospital buildings to be used 
in the trial of the city’s case before Judge 
Rafferty against the hospital. The charge 
is that the hospital is being operated without 
a license. 


. Says Dr. Murray Fied. 

Here is Dr. Rogers’ version of the “ visit ”’ 
by Dr. Murray and his men: 

“My son diecovered a number of men in 
the yard between the main and rear bulidings 
of our hoepital. He recdgnized Ur. Murray 
and asked him what he wanted. The doctor 
apparently did not wish to tell and he ran 
into the cellar of the front building. By the 
time my son got down to the basement Dr. 
Murray was gone, but the rest of the men 
were still inthe basement. They were told to 
leave at once, which they did.”’ 


The Other Side of It. 

According to Dr. Young a verbal report of 
the visit at the Rogers hospital, as made by 
Dr. Murray. was to the effect that he had 
tgld Dr. Rogers of his intention to take some 
pictures and had been permitted to do so.

the present generation. He said France is 

turning to eugenics asa solution for its great 
problem of race suicide. Dr, Holt said the 
welfare of the race was dependent upon the 
physical condition of the race.’

“When young women dare made to realize 
that the defects as well as the excellencies 
of their busbands will be reproduced in their 
cliliaren; trait men of intemperate and im- 
moral hab:ts are likely to produce defective 
children, they will refrain from ‘marriage 
with such men. The old adage, ‘Marry a man 
to reform him’ will lose its force. 


Women Conservers of Purity. 

* Woman rather than man has always béen 
the conserver of race purity. In.eugenics she 
will find an intelligent guide to the selection 
of a father for her childrén; to thé reduction 
of three-fourths of all disease, to the éelim- 
ination, of one-half of the mortality of the 
children, and to the practical elimination of 
degéneracy and useless waste of infant life.”

Report to Municipal League 
Meeting Urges Against 
State Supervision. 


CURB-ON BIG INTERESTS. 


Fear Power of Corporations Un- 
less Home Rule Is. Granted; 
- Bemis Refuses to Sign. 


Toronto, Nov. 15.—Regulation of street 

railways, telephones, electric end gas pianis 
exclusively by the state was condemned in a 
report submitted at the closing session of 
the nineteenth annual convention of the Ne- 
tional Municipal league today by the com- 
mittee on franchises. 
» The report, submitted. by the chairman, 
Dr. Delos F. Wilcox of New York City, deait 
with the relation of municipal home rule to 
the cohtrol of public utilities. 

The committee pointed out that public 
utilities are primarily urban in character 
and that,.on genera] principles, the contro! 
should be localized as much as possible, in 
order to secure the interest and effectve co- 
operation of citizens. Moreover, a8 a prac- 
tical matter, the more powerful the corpora- 
tions become and the more widespread their 
services, the more important It is that they 
should be directly answerable to the local 
communities which they serve. 


Fears Influence of Interests. 

“It may easily be possible," the report 
said, “that an appointive state commission 
will fall more or less completely under tht 
domination of the powerful interests which 
contnel the public utilities of the state, and 
thus the very machinery provided for the 
regulation of yptilities be captured by the in- 
terests presumed to be regulated byit. Pub- 
lic utillty corporations exist to serve the 
people, not to centro! them. 

The city’s jurisdiction should extend to 
matters affecting the occupation of etreets, 
the quality of service rendered, and the char- 
acter of the franchise ocntract entered in 
for the purpose of facilitating ultimate 
municipal ownership. The state's jurisdic- 
tion should extend to matters relating to 
competition, stock and bond issues, accounts 


and publicity. 
Rates Under City Control. 


*“ Rates and extensions should be under 
municipal control, subject to review by the 
state commission. The city should also have 
the right to appear by Ite local experts be- 
fore the siate commiseéion in regaid to ail 
matters affecting local interests.” 

Prof. Edward W. Bemis, the Chicago public 
utility. expert,_did not sign the report, but 
signed a memorandum in which he expressed 
doubt of the wisdom at the present time of 
giving state commissions any control over 
capitalization, or over rates in the larger 
cities, especially in states west of New York.

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CUSTOMS LAW HITS 
PARIS VISITOR. 


Sad Tale of Adventure of Bev- 
eridge Putnam, U. 8. A., with 
the French Officers Who Seized 
His Gold Cuff Buttons. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

PARIS, Nov. 15.—America has an aigrette 
law which has caused much heart burning 
among the French, but France also has a 


customs law the workings of which seem 


no less incomprehensible to Americans. 

Beveridge Putnam of San Francisco has 
just had a seance lasting three days with 
tthe French customs officials over a pair of 
cuff buttons, eight years old and valued at 
$10, in the course of which the buttons nar- 
rowly escaped destruction at the Paris mint. 

Mr. Putnam had been in London, where 
he broke one of the buttons and took it toa 
jeweler to have it mended. He came to Paris 
before the button was ready and asked a 
friend to forward it by mail. The button 
was sent to Paris by registered mail and in- 
sured for $16. The Paris postoffice opened 
the package, saw the gold links, and sent 
them to the customs, which notified Mr. Put- 
ham to call at the customs house the next 
morning. 


Formidable Papers Demanded. 

The customs first required Mr. Putnam * 
fill out and swear to a formidable set of pa- 
pers in duplicate, giving his age, name, and 
address, whether he was married or unmar- 
ried, his wife’s name, age, and address, the 
names of his father and mother, his own ana 
his wife’s residence in Paris, his permanent 
residence, occupation, income, and nationai- 
ity. 

In the course of filling out the papers Mr. 
Putnam was ied into three separate roomé, 
paid 14 cents in fees, and was then told thot 
the buttons must go to the mint to be valued 
and that he was to go to the mint next day 
at 2 o'clock to learn the result. 

At the mint the next day the officials 
weighed the buttons while Mr. Putnam 
watched; then he weighed while they 
watched; then the officials said that the but- 
tons were worth only $10, and as the insur- 
ance papers gave their value as $16, while 
their real value was $10, the buttons would 
have to be destroyed. ° 


Tells a Long, Sad Story. 

Mr. Putnam expostulated, but the officials 
were inexorable and told Mr. Putnam to re- 
turn next morning to get the pleces. The 
next day at 10 o’clock Mr. Putnam was on 
hand. He found that the buttons had not yet 
been destroyed and told a long sad story. 
He said that the buttons were the gift eight 
years aco from a friend now dead, and valua- 
ble only as a souvenir. He promised not to 
eell or attempt to sell them in France and 
made oath to that effect. He paid a round 
of visits and 80 cents in fees and was told to 
return at 2/o’clock to learn the final deci- 
sion. 

At 2 o’clock Mr.-Putnam was back at the 
mint. He found a committee sitting on his 
case. An hour and a half later the commit- 
tee permitted him to take the buttons, but 
charged 25 cents’ duty. 


Why Anatole France Will Move. 

Paris is soon to lose one of her famous 
west end residents on account of the fact 
that the anti-nolse crusaders have been so 
active eleewhere that they have either neg- 
lected their opportunities or considered the 
city hopeless. 

Anatole France is foreaking his beautiful 
villa heme in Passy, where he has lived for 
twenty years, filling it to overflowing with 
lovely and curious things, and establishing 
himself in the quieter atmosphere of Ver- 
gailles. When interviewed on the subject 
of Paris noise he said: 

“The place is now intolerable and for no 
apparent necessity. The instant I stand on 
the corners I notice the chauffeurs ‘ honk- 
honking’ their horns, apparently for fun. 
The boulevards are a screaming bedlam. I 
want a quiet corner in a peaceful town. I 
would dream away my riper years, from 
‘which I am about to be released In the little 
place I have found at Versailles.” 


Stuart’e House Purchased. 
Mary Stuart's house at Roscoff, a little

MORAL STANDARDS 
IN MUSIC HALLS. 


Bishop of London and Other West 
End Clergymen Stir Up the 
Metropolis Over the Alleged In- 
decencies of the Theaters. 


{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The great English 
public has plunged eagerly into the discus- 
sion of the moral standard of the music halls. 
This has been the leading tcpic of the week. 

The last purity campaign, organized about 
twenty years ago by Mrs. Ormiston Chant, 
undoubtedly effected a certain amount of 
reforms along broad lines, and these lines 
have been carefully lai¢ and even narrowed 
since that time by the London county coun- 
cil’s music hall and theatrical committee. 

The present crusade is headed by the bish- 
op of London, who is supported by the suffra- 
gan bishop of Kensington and other promi- 
nent West End clergymen. It aims at sup- 
pressing evils which, it is contended, are 
creeping into the shows. 


Gaby’s Dance Started It All. 

The trouble started when the bishop of 
Kensington and other clergymen sent to the 
lord chamberiain a protest against what they 
called the indecencies of the dance given by 
Gaby Deslye at the Palace theater recently 

The lord chamberlain wrote to the manager 
of the theater threatening to withdraw his 
license if the dance were repeated. The cler- 
gymen had the lord chamberlain’s letter 
printed. The manager wrote a hot protest 
and Gaby Deslys followed suit in a tearful 
defense of her dance. 

Bernard Shaw leaped into the fray in de- 
fense of the Parisian dancer, maintaining 
that every one should be a judge for himself 
‘of what is moral or immoral. The bishop of 
London and others fulminated from the pul- 
pit last Sundaw and “the hunt is up ” with 
the hounds in full cry. 


The Newspapers Are Full of It. 

The Times has been making a feature of 
the controversy in its correspondence col- 
umns, the Daily Mail and the Daily Expreas 
have been sending ‘‘ commissioners’’ to 
make the rounds of music halls to report 
daily what they have been able to find, and 
the other newspapers have joined in the hunt. 
“Constant Reader’ by the hundred has 
been dipping his pen in the ink pot with glee 
ready to tackle a subject on which he is an 
expert. So far, there is no doubt that victory 
has perched on the banner of the bishops. 

The Palace theater, which prides itself on 
being the ‘‘ Covent Garden of the Music 
Halls,”” has borne the brunt of the attack. 
The charge is made against the management 
of this theater that the popularity of the 
houge is that the program goes as near the 
border line in morals as possible, and that 
it depends on this for support. 


“Undress’”’ On and Off Stage. 

Apart from her attack on the notorious 
“promenade” at the Empire Music hall, 
Mrs. Ormiston Chant’s heaviest charge was 
made against the chorus there. She said she 
had seen ballet girle whose legs were bare 
from the knee to the top of their half hose. 
On thie charge the Empire had to stand or 
fall. The management proved that there 
was no basis for the charge, and that did 
much to weaken Mrs. Chant’s attack. 

Such a charge would only provoke a smile 
today. It ia the day of “ undress,"’ both on 
and off the stage, and the Palace is apperent- 
ly charged ‘with setting the fashion. 

The Daily Express makes an attack on 
“the growing scandal of rivalry in debasing 
novelties.’ It says “ London is suffering 
from the debasing influence of indecent enter- 
teinments. The time is ripe for a campaign 
against the tendency to attract patronage by 
catering to unhealthy minds. The develop- 
ment of this form of entertainment can be 
traced through the recent history of the Pal- 
ace.”” 

Maud Allan’s Scant Attire. 

After a reference to the controversy which 
raged around the “living pictures,’’ which 
first saved the Palace froin failure, the pres- 
ent management's phenomenal success with 
Maud Allan is mentioned. 

‘““What proportion of her success was due 
to artistic dancing and ‘Ww hat to the scuntiness 
of her attire?’ the Expre#s asks, and thinhs 
it is unnecessary to speculate. 

“ More recently,” it goeson, “‘ came Rhein- 
hardt’e ‘Venetian Night,’ which the lord 
chamberlain stopped at the last moment on 
account of its impropriety, and which ag it 
finally appeared was extremely dull and vul- 
gar. Gaby Deslys and the unsavory interest 
aroused here by her suggestive dancing 
again brought the Palace into unpleasant 
prominence.” 

It is regarded as strange that such out- 
spoken criticiem has not provoked a libel 
suit, when it is recalled that not many years 
ago Lottie Collins obtained substantial dam- 
ages from a hewepaper whose criticisms re- 
ferring to her song and dance at the Palace, 
that ‘‘her performance provided the only 
touch of vulgarity in the evening’s program.”’ 


The Things Most Objected To. 

Judging from the criticisms of the ‘‘ com- 
missioners "’ of the various newspapers it is 
evident to them that scanty costumes, sug- 
gestive gestures, slight and rapid, perhaps, 
but unmistakable, and little bits of business 
-worked in after the first performance are the 
things objected to. One of the ‘ commis- 
sioners "’ complains of the “ corsetiere pa- 
rade’ at a music hall in Piccadilly, where a 
group of chorus girls parade through the 
audience displaying some oné’s corsets 
camisole fashion, “ usually seen in private or 
in shops."" The manager contends that this 
display of lingerie is intended solely for wom- 
en at the afternoon performances, and that 
he cannot prevent men and boys coming tn 
if they pay for tickets. 

The only noticeable result of the crusade 
so far, except largely increased audiences at 
the “ Corsetiere parade,”’ has been that a 
troupe of performing bears at the Palace 
has been discharged after one night’s appear- 
ance. There was nothing indecent about the 
bears, but two of them in a boat seenied to 
be supremely unhappy, and the audience 
hissed. The papers next day said part of the 
performance might have been omitted. The 
management hastily sent around circulars 
to the papers to the effect that the act had 
been engaged without having been seen, and 
humbly acknowledging that the audience and 
the critics were right and the act had been 
taken off, although it was engaged for six 
woeks. 

The bishops apparently have succeeded in 
getting the managers 
chastened frame of mind.

SALE OF RARE LETTERS. 


Historic Documents from Robert 
Burns, Sir Walter Scott, and 
Thackeray to Be Auctioned. 


Che Mite Times 

LONDON, Nov. 7.—Messrs. Sotheby's sale 
on Nov. 27 and following day will consist of 
a varied and interesting series of autograph 
lettere and historical documents from a num- 
ber of private sources, 

The most extensive lot comprises a very 
important collection of seventy-three letters, 
manuscripts, drawings, and engravings of 
and relating to Robert Burns, described at 
length in over seven pages of the catalogue, 
and all inlaid to a uniform size and forming 
@ fine royal quarto volume. 

The contents include a series of thirteen ac- 
counts of purchases made by the poet, seven 
of which are indorsed by him, and among 
them bills for clothes, spirits, tea, and boots, 
ranging in date from 1788 to 1782, and all, it 
is believed, ‘unpublished. There is a long 
letter from the Earl of Buchan, in which he 
repudiates the charge against him that he 
was the cause of Burns writing in the Scoot- 
tish dialect—*‘ the uncouth, vulgar dialect of 
Scotland.” 


From Sir Walter Scott. 

Two letters from Sir Walter Scott relating 
to Burns and his monument in Edinburgh, 
and a series of thirteen letters from Robert 
Wallace, who claimed descent from the na- 
tional hero, in regard to Burns’ “ Scots wha 
hae wi’ Wallace bied.”’ 

Another fine series consists of twenty-three 
letters of Alexander Pope, being the original 
correspondence with his publisher, Charies 
Bathurst, and others, forming one quarto 
volume. These letters, several of which are 
unpublished, contain references to the 
* Dunciad,” the “ Rape & the Lock,” Homer, 
the Miscellanies, and other publications, to- 
gether with the original agreement signed 
by the publisher, John Knapton, assigning 
to Andrew Miller one moiety in the works of 
Pope. 

Another series of letters consists of an im- 
portant collection of autograph betters and 
manuscripts by famous musicians, including 
the original manuscript of Sir Bdward El- 
gar’s ** Cockaigne’’ on 101 pages folio; and 
yet another of letters and manuscripts of 
famous artists, chiefly English, but including 
one of the finest existing letters of J. Fran- 
cois Millet. 


King Louis XIV. to King Charles IZ. 
Among the other autograph letters is one 
from Louls XIV. to Charlies II., May 17, 1678, 
expressing his appreciation of the latter's 
endeavors to dissipate “les nuages que nos 
enemis auront travailie entre nous,”’ etc. 

A letter from Thackeray to W. Elwin, dated 
Sept. 6, 1855, refers to his four lectures on 
* The Four Georges "’ and his visit to Ameri- 
ca, and continues: “We have done very weil 
indeed with the Newcomes. After the Times 
article the enthusiastic Mudie ordered 100 
copies more for his library. Did you see the 
Times article? The critic says he is a great 
humorist, but not a great moralist!”’ 

There is a long letter from George Wash- 
ington, dated Feb. 5, 1789, to Samuel Powell, 
entirely unpublished and written the day 
after his election as first president of the 
United States. A _ series of fine letters are 
addressed by Mary Shelley to Leigh Hunt 
and his wife; all relating to Shelley. 

There is also the original indenture, signed 
by Queen Elizabeth and sealed with the great 
seal of England, completing the sale of the 
lordship, etc., of Denbigh (then in the Earl 
of Leicester’s possession) to Queen Elizabeth, 
Dec, 2, 1585. 


AMERICAN TARS SEE ITALY. 


Bluejackets Win Admiration by Their 
Intelligent Use of@Liberty on 
Shore. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, Nov. 15.—American bluejackets, 
scattered throughout Italy visiting almost 
ever important city, created quite a sensa- 
tion this week as nearly all have cameras 
and guide books and are staying at good 
hotels. " 

The Italians are amazed at the sailors be- 
cause they are seeing the sights like ordi- 
nary tourists, instead of having good times 
in the wine shops. Consequently the Italians 
regard the American visitors with great ad- 
miration and respect. 

Many-large manufacturing concerns have 
offered to throw open their plants to parties 
of the sailors. The men under the direction 
of their officers have taken advantage of these 
offers and are visiting shipbuilding yards, 
machinery workshops, and other similar 
places. 

The men have full liberty to visit any city 
in Italy, and they are traveling extensively 
all over the country, the state railroad al- 
lowing them 75 per cent reduction on the ordi- 
nary fares. 

The pope today received the officers and 
men of the American fleet at the vatican. 
The officers were in civilian clothes, as their 
visit was not official. The men were in 
uniform. 

The pope was cordial and cheerful. He ex- 
pressed briefly his great satisfaction at be- 
ing able to greet the American sailors. 

He requested the officers to be seated next 
to hie chair, and after a lengthy conversation 
proceeded, in company with the three rear 
admirals and the captain to the adjoining 
hall, where he spoke a few words to each 
of the officers gathered there. He then gave 
the apostolic benediction to the officers and 


sailors. 


BREST AS CHIEF FRENCH PORT. 


Opening of Panama Canal Causes France 
to Look to Ocean Trade 
Necessities.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—France may have a new 
transatlantic port as a result of the new con- 
ditions of interoceanic traffic which will be 
inaugurated with the opening of the Panama 
canal. 

Claude Casimir-Perier made a report to the 
government this week in which he declared 
that only by utilizing Brest as the chief trans- 
atlantic port will France by able to hold her 
own in the international trade contest, which 
fs sure to take place. The report indicates

After mentioning the requirements such a 
port should have, M. Casimir-Perier declares 
that Brest alone measures up to the ideal 
because she has @ sufficient depth of water 
for the “ gigantic ships which will combine 
the new French commercial fleet.”

Geo. Bernard Shaw on the Dublin Strike; 
Would Like to Be Prosecuted for Sedition. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

ONDON, Nov. 15.—George Bernard 

Shaw ripped the Asquith government 

up the back in true Shavian style at a 

demonstration in Royal Albert hall 

this week, the object of the meeting being to 

demand the release from jail of James Lar- 
kin—which release promptly followed. 

Mr. Shaw began by saying he was glad 
tg hear it stated that 20,000 families in Dub- 
lin had one room apiece to live in. In his 
time—he left Dublin at the age of 20—there 
was no such luxury; there were often two 
families ih a room, and both families took in 
lodgers. * 

It had been said before that the children 
were a great safeguard to morality in Duo- 
lin, and that if they were taken out of some 
of the dwellings in that city the adults 
would misbehave themselves. That was most 
appalling. He believed that within the last 
few days some people had said the same 
thing, and had given that as a reagon for 
not allowing the children to leave Dublin. 


—e- 
When an opportunity arose of withdraw- 


ing the children, as they would wish to 
withdraw them from a beleaguered city, 
what must be the kind of man who would 
seize those children and thrust them back 
into a state of misery and starvation? 

Of the employers of Dublin he was utter- 
ly ashamed. Even an Englishman could 
employ people at decent trade union rates 
of wages and make his business pay; yet 
Irish employers “ like Mr. Murphy and the 
biscuit gentleman" said they were so desti- 
tute of business capacity, or so imbecile 
and feeble minded, that they were incapable 
of making their business pay under such con- 


ditions. 


He did not claim say great personal sym- 
pathy with Mr. Larkin, who, in the frst di- 
vision in Mountjoy prison, was a happy and 
luxurious man compared with others who 
were dying of torture outside the gaol at 
the present time. If any government at any 
time prosecuted a man for sedition the peo- 
ple of this country ought to refuse ever 
again to return that government to office. 

In view of the great traditions of Eng- 
lish liberty Mr. Asquith might go from one 
end of Burope to another saying: “ Look 
at free England, where a man may stand 
up and not only denounce the government, 
but take arms against it and collect money 
to levy war against it, and yet stand a free 
man.” 

He was extremely giad that the prime min- 
ister was in a position to say that in regard 
to Sir Edward Carson. He entirely approved 
of Sir Edward's plea for liberty to raise the 
standard of revolution; but Mr. Asqu..a 
could not make that proud boast now, be- 


cause some one in the crowd might ery out, 
“What about Tom Mann and James Lar- 
kin?” : F: 


An Enelieh eevee had prosecuted a 
labor leader under the mutiny act. That was 
bad enough, but that act did not prevent any 
one talking sense to a civilian. Now the gov- 
ernment had brought out something worse— 
the law of sedition—under which any person 
who had spoken at that meeting or had 
cheered the speeches or had contnibuted to 
the collection could be fined £100,000 and im- 
prisoned for life. 

Any government who would countenance 
the crown prosecutor in Dublin charging Mr. 
Larkin with sedition on the ground that he 
had said that the employing classes lived on 
profits had reached a cynical depth of ab- 
sence of all shame which it was hardly posei- 
ble to characterize without using improper 
language. He warned the employing classes 
that, according to the attorney general for 
Ireland, when they mede their income tax 
returns and stated that they got their Nving 
by profite they were gullty of sedition.

He 
hoped that observation would be carefully re- 
ported. He would rather like to be prosecuted 
for sedition and to have an opportunity of 
saying publicly what he méant by !t. 

One of the reasons why the Libere! govern- 
ment did these things after having got peo- 
ple to vote for Liberalism and having thrown 
over their pledges and every principle of Lib- 
eralism was that Mr. Asquith was able to say, 
“If you turn me out, do you think you will 
get anything very much better?’

CZAR HITS FERDINAND 


Reaffirmation of Report That 
Russia Will Force Early Abdi- 
eation of Bulgarian King. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.J 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The Daily Telegraph 
this morning gives prominence to an article 
by “an old diplomatist’” reaffirming, not- 
withstanding denials, which will be repeated 
until the event happens, that King Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria will abdicate, after which 
he will probably retire to his Hungarian es- 
tates. 2 

The writer asserts that there is no demand 
for abdication on the part of the Bulgarian 
nation, for which the retirement of Ferdi- 
nand would be a tragedy, but the c#far of the 
Bulgars must go, because Russie has so de- 
creed. 

Why Russia Is Displeased. 

** Russia,” says the writer, “‘ is dissatisfied 
with him for various reasons, chiefly because 
he refused, as long as he wae abie and in the 
interests of Bulgaria, to sign the Balkan 
alliance against Turkey, which was the work 
of Russian diplomacy. He wanted an alli- 
ance against Turkey, but not one which at 
the same time would be an alliance against 
Austria, as wae that which was finally 
signed, 

‘Only after Russia declared that if ar- 
rangements against Austria were not con- 
cluded she would withdraw her support of 
the alliance, dif Ferdinand sign, Messrs. 
Gueshoff ard Daneff assuring him that Bul- 
garia’s interests would not be compromised 
thereby.” 

Further Offense to the Czar. 

The writer also declares that King Ferdl- 
nand further offended Russia by proposing 
in Vienna, it is said, an Austria-Bulgarian al- 
liance against Servia, when Russia subse- 
quently supported Servian interests in Mace- | 
donia. 

Germany and Austria, says the writer, are 
anxious to keep Ferdinand on the throne, 


but they cannot keep him in power without 


reopening the question of the revision of the 
treaty of Bucharest. This is absolutely im- 
possible, so Ferdinand must go. His depart- 
ure ie only a question of a few months, per- 


haps weeks.

Lord High Chancellor Prescribes 
for Students Who May Be 
Nursing Hopeless Passions.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Viscount Haldane, 
lord high chancellor, addressing the under- 
graduates of Edinburgh university yester- 
day, gave them advice on how to behave 
when depressed under the influence of hope- 
less love.

If he would 
escape the consequent sense of despair he 
muat visualize his feelings and set them in 
relief by searching out their grounds. 

“ He must also aim at the largest and wii- 
est idea of life and devote his highest energies 
to attaining it. It may come to some in the 
form of Christianity, to others in the form of 
another religion, to others in philosophy, to 
others in art, but it is always attainable if 
the searcher strives hard enough, according 
to his Intellectual and moral temperament."’

LARKIN LOOMS BIG 
IN. BRITISH ISLES. 


Dublin Strike Leader Is the Hero 
of the Day and His Release from 
Jail Has Not Repaired Blunder 
of His Arrest for Sedition. 


BY J. O. P. BLAND. 


(LONDON CORRESPONDENT OF THE TRIBUNS.) 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The hero of the day 
is James Larkin, the champion of labor in its 
struggle against capitalism, the martyr to 
the cause of popular liberties. 

The shouting and the tumult attendant 
upon his release from jail have reduced Lioyd 
George's land campaign to the unheeded 
rumble of a distant drum. 

The government evidently hopes by Lar 
kin’s release from prison to stem the tide 
of popular indignation to which the radical 
press unanimously attributes the recent elec- 
torial reverses in the bye-eléctions, but the 
moral effect of this attempt to relieve a blun- 
der is prejudiced at the outset by general 
recognition of the fact that both the imprie- 
onment and the release of Larkin were due 
rather to political pressure than to any keen 
sense of justice. 

Invoked an Ancient Statute. 

Larkin’s conviction on the charge of sedi- 
tion was secured by invoking an ancient 
statute which makes it a crime “ to arouse 
discontent or disaffection among the king’s 
subjects or to promote feelings of ill wifi 
among different classes of subjects.” 

Augustine Birrell, chief secretary for Ire 
land, speaking at Bristol Thursday endeav- 
ored to defend the action of the government 
by maintaining that justice demanded Lar- 
kin's trial, at the same time asserting that 
justice now demanded his happy release. 

The speech was not calculated to improve 
matters, nor will it add to the reputation of 
the Irish secretary. He deciares Larkin was 
justly convicted of seditious st:ech, which 
possibly is true, and asserts his release was 
entirely unconnected with electioneering. 

At the same time he admits the govern- 
ment’s action was extremely unpopular 
throughout the country and apparently over- 
looks the fact upon which the Socialist labor 
organs lay stress that the law was strained 
against the labor leader at a crisis in the 
labor dispute whiie the Ulster leader’s defiant 
sedition was aiic wed to pass unchallenged. 

Episode Deplorable and Dangerous, 

The whole episode is deplorable and daa- 
gerous because it tends to create the im- 
pression in the working community that the 
nation’s laws are made and administered in 
the interests of the capitalist class and fur- 
ther has raised the question as to how far 
the courts’ functions are political and how 


far political considerations infringe on the 
ci, le of equality before the law. 

‘neident, tn fact, threatens to create a 
sentiment similar to that in the United States 
against the semi-political, legislative func- 
tions of the Supreme court by that section 
of public opinion which regards it as affected 
by pressure from the privileged, dominant 
class. ; 

The Times says that Larkin was prosecuted 
not for sedition but because he was a suc- 
cessful labor agitator and his cause -herefore 
naturally was supported by the whole laber 
organization, and declares his release can- 
not undo the mischief caused by his prosecu- 
tion and imprisonment. 

Larkin’s Violence Is Unabated. 


This opinion is confirmed by Larkin’'s vioe- 


lent speech in Dublin Thursday, when he 
announced his intention to carry the flery 
cross to England, to organize a general 
strike throughout the kingdom, and declared 
that Lord Aberdeen is a tool in the hands 
of unscrupulots capitalists and must go. 

Meanwhile the Nationalists realize and bit- 
terly resent the fact the goverrment’s s0c- 
tion has seriously damaged Mr. Redmond's 
prestige and established Larkin’s authority 
with the working classes, thus raising issues 
likely to prejudice the prospects of the home 
rule bill, inasmuch as a deadly enmity exists 
between Larkin and the Ancient Order 
Hibernians. 

The Times correspon ient in Dublin says 
the Nationalist party’s interests demanded 
Larkin’s seclusion from :\ffairs, and now his 
release has been effected under pressure of 
the labor party it makes him the biggest man 
in Dublin. : 

Today the streets of the Irish capital are 
silent and empty, the harbor is deserted, and 
everywhere an intense moral depression pre- 
vails, with every prospect of a greatly im- 
creased industrial unrest. ‘

IN HOME RULE. 
T. P. O’Connor Discusses Effect of 
* [Imprisonment and Release of 
the Labor Leader on Political 
Struggles of Great Britain.

LONDON, Nov: 15.—It has been a topsy 
turvy week, ending in one of those gtrange 
phenomeni-—the rushing to ‘he front of a 
small personal matter, overshadowing and 
entering into conflict with great principles 
and illustrating again the eterna! irony of 


political life. 

James Larkin, leader of the Dublin strike, 
suddenly emerged into a decisive factor in all 
current political struggles. 

He gave the Socialist candidate in Reading 
five times the average Socialist vote. 

He reduced the Liberal majority of the 
Scotch constituency of Linlithgow to one- 
fourth the previous Liberal majorities. 

He added hundreds of votes to the Labor 
candidate in Keighley and at one time seri- 
ously threatened the return of the Liberal so- 
licitor general. 


Seriously Imperils Liberal Program. 

He: produced such universal symptoms 04 
unrest throughout the working classes as to 
seriously imperil. the whole future of the 
Liberal program and consummated his tri- 
umph by teing the chief subject of discussion 
in a cabinet council. 

All kinds of interpretations are placed on 
this singular phenomenon, but it reaily points 
two morals quite clearly. The first is the 
awakening of the universal conscience to the 
horrors of Jabor conditions in Dublin, and. 
above all, to the terriblé housing conditions, 
with 21,000 families living each in one room. 

But the more important moral is that the 
British working classes at last have burst, 
cut into the long expected revolt of their 
Pr.mordial and passionate hatred at one 
law for the rich and another for the poor. 


Democracy Is Against Carson. 

Thus what is regarded as a triumph for 
Larkin is the emphatic verdict of the British 
democracy against Sir Edward Carson and 
his appeals to civilwar. ’ } 

It is now certain that if the government 
fhould be forced to take strong measures 
_ ‘against Carson and Orange the Ulster work- 
_ing classes will applaud such action. 

Meantime the orgy of party speeches con- 
tinues unabated. The by-elections, too, still 
continue to absorb public attention, and party 
hopes rise and fall with the alternating suc- 
cess or failure of the party candidates. 

The Tories lost their heads at the end of 
last week with their victory at Reading and 
the diminution of the Liberal majority in 
Linlithgow and proclaimed these results as 
th death of home rule and the end of As- 
quith's ministry. : 

. Home Rule Does Not Lose. 

Cooler second thoughts reduced tne magni- 
tude of this success. Every vote of the thou- 
sand votes given to the Socialist at Reading 
- was given to an avowed home ruler and the 
combination of Liberal and *ocialist votes in 
favor of home rule reducea the majority of 
the Tory anti-home ruler to sixty-eight. 

_ Moreover, the vast increase in the Socialist * 

vote gave all middie class politicians serious 
cause for grave reflections on the new and 
formidable shifting of the working class vote 
and the working class ideals. 

The reduction of the Liberal majority in 
Linlithgow, besides being due to many local 
causes as weil as to Larkin's imprisonment, 
was mainly accounted for by the fact that the 
Liberal candidate was a stranger and the 
Tory candidate a native of the constituency. 


Liberal Victory at Keighley. 

On top of these cooler reflections came the 
splendid Liberal victory at Keighley, where 
in spite of a three cornered fight and a big 
accession to the Labor vote the Liberal can- 
didate increased his majority. 

Two by-elections in Scotiand still are pend- 
ing. The new Scotch law officer, though he 
has but a small majority, will probably win 
easily in Wickborough, but in South Lanark, 
‘@ great mining center, the situation is com- 
plicated again by a three cornered fight and 
the miner candidate ts backed by the great 
miners’ organizations. 

Sir Edward Carson's campaign in Scotland 
has left the electorate untouched, and my 
counter campaign and that of other Irish 
speakers has resulted in meetings of unpar- 
alleled size. In the face of a gigantic cam- 
paign by a crowd of Orange missionaries, 
clericals and lay, who made a powerful ap- 
peal to racial and religious kinship in Scot- 
land, such appeals found not the least re- 
sponse. ' 


Rise and Fall of Hopes. 

The prospects of home rule negotiations 
rise and fall with the election fesults. Im- 
mediately after Reading and Linlithgow. 
the rank and file of the Tories proclaimed an 
end to all negotiation, but this temporary 
phase is passing away with the victory at 
Keighley and with the certainty that there 
is no such tidal wave rgainst the government 
as would weaken the Liberals’ inflexible de- 
termination not to lee ve office or dissolve par- 


liament until home cule is passed into law, rl 


remain unshaken ja the opinion I have over 
-and over again éxpressed that the Tories will 
before the end of the struggle submit with 
relief to such a compromise as will save Car- 
son and the Orangemen from themselves. 


Form of Compromise Uncertain. 

What form the compromise will take is not 
yet certain, but it is some advantage that the 
cabinet ministers are no longer offering the 
exclusion of the four Ulster counties, which 
no Nationalist could accept and even many 
Orangemen do not demand. 

It is also an advance to saner ministerial 
tactics that at present the ministerial plan 
apparently is to leave the matter of offers to 


“the Tory leaders and to confine the Liberal 


position to awaiting any such proposals. 
Thus at the end of this strangely checkered 


week home rule once more is advanced to its | 


old position of a certain, steady, practically 
unchecked march to its place on the statute 
book in June of next year.

ITALIAN ELECTIONS 
FULL OF HUMOR. 


Spread of Education and Free- 
dom of the Press of Rome Lend 
Color to Fight of Rival Candi- 
dates for Popular Favor. 


Che Meh Tinies 


ROMB, Nov. 4.—The spread of education 
has not added to the native wit of Rome, and 
the freedom of the press is, in many ways, 
but a poor substitute for the biting com- 
ments of Pasquino or Marforio’s rejoinders. 
If Pasquino could come to life again how 
welcome would be his opinion of the present 
occupants of the great palace that once 
sheltered his little shop. 

But the Palazzo Braschi, now the ministry 
of the interior, need fear no criticism from 
him today; the mutilated statute that still 
stands at its corner is innocent of libels, and 
the feeble witticisms, occasionally affixed 
to modern hoardings in the new city, are 
undeserving of the name of pasquinades. The 
general election has produced a large crop 
of these flying sheets, but hardly a spark of 
humor among them. 


Humor of an Unconscious Sort. 

What humor there is to be found is general- 
ly of an unconscious and unintentional kind. 
An impassioned telegram to Signor Giolitti, 
for instance, complains that the official door- 
keeper of the municipal building in a small 
commune has brutally refused entrance to 
ten thousand voters only desirous to dem- 
onstrate their love of liberty. This intrepid 
official seems certainly to deserve promotion 
for his courage. 

There is the angry remonstrance of a Lib- 
eral candidate that a Socialist had dared te 
express views and opinions most unfit for the 
hed@ring of-a constituency which he, the Lib- 
eral, had cherished for months past, and 
what was still worse, that the constituency 
seemed actually disposed to listen to these 
words of deceit owing to the supine behavior 
of the government in allowing Socialist gath- 
erings. 

Then there is thé plausible excuse put for- 
ward by a Calabrian village for a shower of 
stones which broke the heads of another So- 
cialis: candidate and his supporters—namely, 
that these people were entire strangers, com- 
ine from a village at least three miles off, 
who consequently had no business to talk 
politics to them at all. 


Finds Pleasant Human Touch. 

In the mutual bandying of accusations, if 
any reader of the daily press will be at the 
pains to wade through them, there is often 
that pleasant touch of humanity which will 
almost compensate him for the trouble. Oth- 
erwise the amusement offered by the election 
campaign is of rather too obvious a kind to be 
worth chronicling. 

The highest point of humor in Rome has, 
perhaps, been reached on the towering 
facade of the Gesd church, which is almost 
obliterated with colossal placards bearing 
the name of Don Leone Caetani. How the 
bill stickers could have reached these giddy 
heights is a mystery; how the Jesuit fathers 
will succeed in removing the name of the 
anti-clerical champion will bea problem tax- 
ing all their ingenuity. 

Another anti-clerical device has been to 
paste large bills advocating the candidature 
of an alleged Catholic opponent and signing 
them “ Don Basilio—Jesuit."" The common 
practice of pasting one candidate over an- 
other is followed sometimes with the most 
engaging cynicism by the Roman bill sticker, 
who may be observed serving three masters 
with the same paste pot, swiftly undoing his 
own labors and obliterating one name by an- 
other. 


Designed for the Illiterate. 

The illiterate voter is responsible for an 
innovation which is not without its comic 
side. Ajs he presumably cannot be trusted 
to distinguish between one printed name and 
another, candidates have been at some pains 
to find him means for recognizing their iden- 
tity. The scheda, or card with the candi- 
date’s name, which has to be placed in the 
official envelope before it is thrown into the 
urn, is supplied to voters by the representa- 
tives of the rival candidates. The voter is 
supposed to take all that are given him and 
make his own choice afterwards in secrecy. 
Hence the danger of possible confusion in the 
mind of a voter who cannot read. Some 
candidates have added their portraits to 
their names—portraits which, of course, have 
been made as attractive as possible within 
the limits of recognition. It is wonderful 
how engagingly a political photograph can 
smile. 

Other candidates have added some signifi- 
cant token or symbol; the name of Sig. Tam- 
burini, for instance, will be flanked bya 
‘drum, or that of Sig. Gallo by a cock crow- 
ing. Italian names, fortunately, lend them- 
| selves more easily to this symbolic treat- 
men than do English. 


Wiles of Rival Candidates. 
_ Or, again, the candidate will add some 
token of his party and surround himself

Why He Leads Revolution. 

It is hard to understand how a man of this 
professorial student type can have gained 
such an ascendency over the revolutionists, 
As this moment he is suffering a little from 
the effects of bad water and short rations of 
food during his three months’ journey on 
horseback from Piedra Negras, in Coahuila, 
which was formerly the insurgent capital, to 
this place. 

“I am the only leader recognized as su- 
preme by all the chiefs of the revolution,’ he 
told me in his quiet, measured speech, not 
with pride, but as one upon whom a heavy 
responsibility ay: “ What we fight for is 
the constitution of our country and the de- 
velopment of our people. Huerta outraged 
the constitution when he overthrew and mur- 
dered President Madero. He continues to 
outrage it by attempting to govern despot- 
ically as Diaz did and refusing to administer 
fairly the laws, which are equal for all. 

“ This revolution cannot cease until either 
we, the Constitutionalists, triumph, or unti! 
Huerta triumphs completely over us. Even 
in the latter case it would only cease for the 
moment. It has its roots in social causes. 
The land, which was formerly divided among 
the mass of the people, has been seized by a 
few. The owners of it compel those who are 
working for them to buy the necessities of 
life from them alone. They lay a burden of 
debt upon the poor people and make them 
virtually slaves. for as long as the poor people 
owe them money they cannot go away. 


Growth of a Middle Class, 

_ “ Another cause of the revolution is the 
growth of a middle class. Formerly there 
were only the rich and the poor. Now there 
is a class in between which does not like to 
gee the poor oppreseed, which knows what 
democracy and social reforms mean in other 
countries, and which is resolved to take suc- 
cessive steps forward in the direction of.com- 
plete self-government.”’ 

‘Have you any definite plans for land re- 
form and other reforms?’’ I inquired. 

He thought a moment. Then he replied: 
“ The first necessity is the fair and free elec- 
tion of a president. The election which is 
proposed now will be a farce. In the dis- 
turbed state of our country it is impossible to 
hold a proper election. Large numbers of 
voters will not know anything about it. We 
Consatitutionalists refuse to recognize any 
president who may be returned at the fraud- 
ulent election. We shall execute anybody 
who does recognize him."’ 

*] beg your pardon,” I said. “‘ Would you 
kindly repeat your last statement?’ I 
thought I must have misunderstood it. 
“We ghall,” the general said calmly and 
as if he were making a perfectly natural re- 
mark, “execute any one who recognizes a 
president unconstitutionally elected and di- 
rectly or indirectly guilty of participation in 
the murder of Madero.” 


Professions and Practice. 

To hear this amiable, scholarly old gen- 
tleman define so bioodthirsty and to us so 
utterly unreasonable a line of action made me 
feel as if I were dreaming. It threw a strange 
light upon his profession of belief in democ- 
racy. I have no doubt that he sincerely im- 
agines himself a believer in that creed. I 
am sure that the best of his followers are 
equally sincere, though of course there are 
many who fight simply because they prefer 
disorder and make a. profit: out of looting. 

The very fact that the party calls itself the 
*“ Constitutiontionalistas ’’ and not the “ Car- 
ranzistas ’’ proves that it follows a principle 
rather thana man. But the discrepancy be- 
tween their professions and their avowed 
policy shows how far the mentality of Mex- 
ico is Gistant from that of Europe and the 
United States, and how impossible it is to ap- 
ply to it, as President Wilson persists in 
doing, the same teats and the same standaris 
which obtain in countries where the idea of 
self-government is a plant of mature growth.

Sympathetic Appreciation of a 
Great American University Is 
Printed by the London Times 
in Its Educational Supplement. 


Chie Meh Times 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—A singularly sympa- 
thetic appreciation of Princeton university 
from a staff correspondent is printed by the 
Times in its educational supplement, just 
issued: | 

On the long, wide road which, following 
the line of an old Indian trail, leads from 
New York to Philadelphia, and almost mid- 
way between these two cities, lies on an emi- 
nence the little country town of Princeton, 
now known throughout the learned world as 
the seat of one of the leading universities of 
the United States. 

Some 150 years ago it was known not as a 
seat of learning but es the seat of a battle 
which was a turning point in the wer of in- 
dependence. On Christmas day, 1776, Wash- 
ington had captured the Hessian outposts at 
Trenton, and a week later, turning Cornwal- 
lis’ left flank, hie army advanced on the 
British garrison at Princeton. This, after 
heavy fighting, was compelled either to with- 
draw or to surrender, and Cornwallis wes 
forced to retreat toward New York. Sir 
George Trevelyan tells ue that: 

The “most important results of Trenton and 
Princeton were not of a local or temporary char- 
acter. The permanent and paramount consequence 
of those masterly operations was the establishment 
of Washington's military reputation, and the tn- 
creased weight of his political and administrative 
authority throughout every state in the confed- 
eracy and up to the very latest hour of the war. 


The Features of Princeton, . 

On the site of this decisive contest there 
now stands a university which, by the rapid- 
ity of its growth and by the fertility of its 
ideas, is attracting the attention of all who 
are interested in higher education. Unlike 
most universities in the United States, 
Princeton is situated in a small country town, 
happily on a branch line, and is surrounded 
on all. sides by open country. 

No one, not even Matthew Arnold, has ever 
succeeded in transferring the spirit of a uni- 
versity into print; this spirit is something 
real, something one feels, but something well 
nigh impoagsible to express. There are, how- 
ever, certain features peculiar to Princeton 
which testify to the spirit which there pre- 
vails. First, the honor system, introduced 
over twenty years ago ard but sparingly 
copied elsewhere. 

Under this system supervision or invigila- 
tion at examinations has been done away 
with. Each student signs on his paper of 
answers to the questions before him that he 
has ** neither given nor received assistance "’ 
during the examination or “ written recita- 
tion.’’ The system is administered by a com- 
mittee of the students ‘with power to report 
to the factity. It has been an unqualified 
success at Princeton. 


The Preceptorial System. 

Then again, the introduction of a number | 
of preceptors, usually young men, whose re- | 
lation to the undergraduates is somewhat 
that of the Oxford “tutor’’ or the more 
cumbrously named Cambridge “ supervisor 
of studies,” is on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic a comparatively new movement. The 
number of undergraduates, which has great- 
ly increased in late years, is now over 1,600, 
and the number of professors and teachers of 
all sorts is some 200; 25 per cent of these are 
preceptors. 

This preceptorial system has proved a 
marked success, and, asa recent writer has 
said, it “has given the university a greater 
intellectual vitality.” 

A third feature in which Princeton stands 
apart from the average American university 
is in the absence of those mysterious frater- 
nities, or ‘‘Greek letter’’ societies, which 
are so characteristic of the universities of 
the United States and Canada. To some ex- 
tent the place of these societies has been 
taken by a number of comfortable and per- 
haps almost luxurious clubs, where, in the 
absence of the college hall, many of the stu- 
dents take their meals at a very moderate 
cost and to which old members return again 
and again with devoted loyalty. 


Work of the Graduate College. 

These features are all part of the atmo- 
sphere of Princeton; but that which is now 
attractng the attention of the learned to 
Princeton is a new development in univer- 
sity life. This new feature is the establish- 
ment of a graduate college, where students 
having taken their first degree will live to- 
gether and engage in research or in the ad- 
vancement of every branch of knowledge. 

The graduate college at Princeton has been 
rendered possible by a series of those munifi- 
cent benefactions so frequent in America, so 
envied in Europe. The bequest of Mrs. Swan 
has built the students’-rooms, each provided 
more Americano with a bathroom, the state- 
ly and spacious combination room, the break- 
fast and luncheon rooms, the kitchens, and 
other offices; the munificence of Mr. M. T. 
Pyne has supplied a massive tower, which 
shelters a»set of rooms for the professor in 
residence, and a set “f gueat rooms. 

W. C. Proctor of Cincinnati has found the 
money for a truly magnificent hall, equal in 
dignity and stateliness to the finest which the 
Innis of Court or our older universities can 
show. Lined with magnificent oak paneling 
of a-pleasing grayish tone, it rests under a 
noble roof which recalls in design that of 
Westminster hall. This fine building, capa- 
ble of seating 300 diners, by the genius of the 
architect produces already a feeling of ma- 
tured age. 


Grover Cleveland Tower. 

The court is dominated by a lofty tower of 
such beauty of design that we can only com- 
pare it with that of Magdalen college, Oxford, 
Dominating the college, dominating the uni- 
versity, seen from afar—for Princeton ig 
happily on low hille—by the great expresses 
as they thunder southward, dominating the 
undulating plain, this greceful, thie stately 
tower stands four square to all the winds 
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that blow. It is dedicated to the memory 
of Grover Cleveland. One of the most charm- 
ing features of a very memorial occasion was 
the unfurling of the flag which in his day 
floated over the White House by his school- 
boy eon. 

This college, set on a hill, fanked by the 
green of the golf links, overlooking a wide 
and undulating plain, is larger than many a 
college at Oxford or Cambridge. Although 


-only opened this -October, over ninety stu- 


dents from fifteen different universities—for 
its advantages are not restricted to graduates 
at Princeton—are already in residence, and 
next year accommodations for 111 research- 
ers will be available. 

What Matthew Arnold once called “ the 
material installation” is of the most com- 
plete type, and the authorities have wisely 
allocated a very large proportion of the Wy- 
man bequest, which amounts to more than 
$2,000,000, to endowment. Hence the ex- 
pense to each student is reduced to a mini- 
mum. For $800 a year he is lodged, warmed, 
lighted, fed. 


. Large Increase in the Staff. 

Hence it has also been possible largely to 
increase the staff of the university. Five 
new professorships, whose chief, but not ex- 
clusive, duty it will be to direct the work 
of the inmates of the graduate college, and 
ten new research fellowships, each equal in 
value to the average fellowship at Oxford 
or Cambridge, have been established. 

The really original thing about this great 
institution is that it exists and is at work. 
The idea of such a college has been for many 
years in many minds. John Evelyn sketcheé 
out in the minutest detail a ‘‘ College of Sci- 
ence,"’ whose inmates were to “‘ preserve sci- 
ence and cubtivate themselves.”’ 

Abraham Cowley schemed a ‘‘ philosophical 
college,”” with a school attached, of twenty 
professors, four of whom were always to be 
traveling in the four quarters of the world 
in order that they might “ give a constant 
account of all things that heip to the i*arn- 
ing, and especially natural experimental phil- 
osophy;.of those parts. 

“ Young men have seen visions and old 
men have dreamed dreams, but it has been 
left to Prof. Andrew West, aiced by the 
patient devotion of Prof. Howard Butler, 
after twenty years of deferred hope to see 
their ideals enshrined in stone. 


Recent Dedicatory Exercises, 

The dedication of the college and of the 
Cleveland Memorial tower took place on the 
morning of Wednesday, Oct. 22. Some 130 
delegates represented the univereities, col- 
leges, and learned societies of the United 
States and of Canada. Oxford sent its pub- 
lic orator, Cambridge the master of a <ol- 
lege, Paris Prof. Emile Boutroux, director of 
the Fondation Thiers. and Berlin Dr. Alois 
Riehl, professor of philosophy and lately rec- 
tor of the university. 

These, together with Prof. West and Dr. 
Murray Butler,’ president of Columbia uni- 
versity, Gelivered short addresses of con- 
gratulation to an assemblage of some two to 
three thousand students and friends of 
Princeton. It seemeda fitting and a gracious 
thing that at the presentation of the tower 
dedicated to the memory of the last Demo- 
cratic president, Mr. Taft, the last Repub- 
lican president, should deliver the memorial 
address. 


ENGLAND AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


British Committee Formed to Urge Par- 
ticipation in Panamae-Pacific 
Exhibition. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZ.] 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—An influential British 
committee is now-.rin process of organiza- 
tion, as the result of an independent move- 
ment which has the backing of many impor- 
tant commercial and financiai interests in 
this country, with a view to asking the gov- 
ernment to reconsider its decision against 
an official participation in the Panama-

It is felt that further consideration may 
well lead to a change in the attitude of the 
government, and it is the object of the or- 
ganizing committee to place authoritatively 
before the government the later information 
which has been obtained in favor of reversing 
or substantially modifying its policy in this 
matter.

ARE HOPEFUL. 


New Conservative Cabinet, Called 
to Office by Prime Minister 
Dato, Is Well Received Both at 
Home and Abroad. 


Che Miers Times 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The crisis in Spanish 
home politics, which came toa head with the 
defeat of the government of Count Roma- 
nones in the senate, has been easily and hap- 
pily solved. Sefior Dato, the new Conserva- 
tive prime minister, has been called to office 
in accordance with the most strictly consti- 
tutional principles, and the cabinet which 
he has succeeded in forming is fairly repre- 
sentative of the different elements of the Con- 
servative party. 

So far it has been exceptionally well re- 
ceived at home as well as abroad. Even 
Sefior Lerroux, the uncompromising leader 
of the Barcelona “stalwarts,” has an- 
nounced that the Republicans will not pro- 
ceed to extreme measures against it. 

Only a few days ago he had proclaimed 
anew their unquenchable hostility to Sefior 
Maura and his Heutenant, Sefior La Cterva. 
They would provoke, he said, disorders, riot, 
and even revolution, rather than submit to 
the return to office of the men under whom 
Ferrer was executed. As those men have 
not returned he has abandoned this defiant 
attitude, and the Republican meeting of pro- 
test which had been convened will not be 


held. 


King to Hearken to the People. 
All of the Republicans are, indeed, no long- 
er irreconcilable. At a great “ reformista ”’ 
banquet the other day, Sefior AscGrate re- 
ferred to his recent audiences and declared 


that the king was disposed to hearken to the 
legitimate aspirations of the people, while 
Sefior Melquiades Alvarez, perhaps the most 
brilllant orator of the younger Republicans, 
went further and proclaimed his readiness to 
joint the monarchy in the regeneration of the 
country. 

France is well satisfied with the issue of 
the crisis, and it will be welcomed .n this 
country with special pleasure as of excellent 
omen for the future of constitutional mon- 
archy in Spain. 

Crises of the kind have often placed an un- 
duly heavy burden upon the crown. Again 
and again the sovereign has been obliged to 
accept the resignation of a cabinet which had 
not been defeated in parliament, and to en- 
trust the formation of a new ministry to 
rivals who were in a small minority. On this 
occasion the king has been spared a duty 
which ts always disagreeable, and which i 
not without its risks. 


Precedent for the Future. 

Count Romanones resigned because the 
vote of confidence he challenged was refused 
him, and. not because his adversaries had 
given him to understand that unless he re- 
tired they would make all government impos- 
sible. Sefior Dato takes office, not because 
“the king’s government must be carried on.” 
but because neither of the Libera! groups can 
rely upon a majority tn the legislature. Noth- 
ing’ could be more regular than this pro- 
cedure, and all friends of. Spain will hope 
that it may become a lasting precedent for 
the future. 

The fall of Count Romanones has long been 
foreseen. The Spanish Liberals are, as 
usual, profoundly divided amongst them- 
selves. At the head of one main faction 
stands the late premier, while the other has 
been led by Sefior Montero Rios and his son- 
in-law, Sefior Garcia Priefo, Marquis Al- 
hucemas. 


Attack on Count Romanones. 

The attitude of the government towards the 
Barcelona strike, they communiqué issued 
after the visit of the Fregch president, and 
the discontent of the Moors with Spanish 
rule in Morocco were amongst the subjects 
on which Marquis Alhucemas assailed Count 
Romanones. 

But the real frontal attack was on the 
** Mancomunidades ’’ bill, which has divided 
the Liberal ranks for a long time past. 
Sefior Maura’s government, it may be re- 
membered, proposed to grant the provincial 
councils very extensive powers of local ad- 
ministration, and certain clauses in the 
measure empowered these bodies to associ- 
ate for administrative purposes. 

Last year Sefior Canalejas, the then Lib- 
eral prime minister, adopted the substance of 


these clauses in his local government bill, 


but he was at once opposed by the late Sefior 
Moret and four other Liberal ex-ministers. 
Count Romancnes favors the proposals of 
his tmmediae predecessor, and the bill was 
duly carried through the chamber. But its 
introduction into the upper house was the 
signal for the revolt which has driven him 
from office.

‘Some ten or a dozen years after Cyprian 
Warner's settlement in Virginia two eons of 
the Rev. Lawrence Washington also emi- 
grated to that dominion. The elder of the 
two, John, was the president’s grandfather,

place of settlement in America had been sug- 
gested by the knowledge that an old Essex 
neighbor of theirs—Cyprian Warner—was al- 
ready Mving there and evidently doing well.

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| REPUBLIC OF CHINA 


IS UP TO DATE. 


Money for Votes Declared to 
Have Been the Principal Fac- 
tor in the Election of Yuan 

| Shih-kai to the Presidency. 


Che Mite Times 


PEKING, Oct. 14.—Yuan Shih-kai has been 
elected president of the republic and safely 
inaugurated, and the republic has been reo- 
Ognized by the powers of the world. 

The arrangements under which the elec- 
tion was conducted were not orthodox from 
a constitutional point of view, for the new 
| president is permanently appointed—in the 
pense that he is no longer provisional—al- 
| though no constitution is in existence in 
which his position is defined. 

But the country was anxious for his ap- 
pointment, which means that the principal 

himself and his inner circle of councilors 
‘ wanted a more solid foundation for his po- 

sition. The difficulty was overcome by get- 
ting parliament to pass a few clauses of the 
constitution to be, relating to the election of 
the president, and by arranging that the 
powers and attributes of the president elected 
on these slender grounds should be as defined 
in the provisional constitution pending the 
_ adoption of the permanent constitution. 


As a Leap in the Dark. 

This kind of leap in the dark does very well 
in a country like China, where the dictates of 
expediency are lightly hampered by the idea 
of constitutionalism. The powers, for their 
part, were giad to lend themselves to any 
fiction that tended to crystallize things, hop- 
ing that their recognition of the republic 
would confer upon its highest official some 
degree of the prestige which is essential to 
the successful performance of the function of 
government. 

From the point of view of the president's 
admirers the election was not altogether sat- 
isfactory. At the first attempt Yuan Shih-kal 
obtained only 471 votes out of a total of 759. 
The tecond ballot gave him only twenty-six 
more, still an insufficient proportion to se- 
cure election. The final trial between the two 
candidates heading the poll resulted in 507 
votes for Yuan Shih-kai and 179 for Li Yuan- 
hung. 


Money Spent for Election. 

If we are to believe Chinese accounts of 
the preliminary maneuvers, large sums of 
money were expended by the president’s sup- 
porters to insure his election. If more money 
had been forthcoming, Yuan Shih-kai might 
have been elected unanimously! 

Only foreigners saturated in oriental meth- 
ods are sufficiently sophisticated to accept 
these stories. The comparative newcomer 
finds it difficult to believe that turpitude in 
Chinese statesmen and patriots can reach 
such depths. Still, there is no ignoring the 
fact that the Chinese themselves say, and 
that old China hands believe, that on this oc- 
casion money was the principal factor in de- 
ciding the election. 

For my own part, I can only say that a Chi- 
nese friend, whose truthfulness and probity 
I have no reason to doubt, showed me the 
day before the election $2,000 in notes which 
he declared to bea present for voting accord- 
ing to instructions. When I saw him he was 
in a state of deep dejection, for he had only 
just learned that he might have got $5,000 for 
his vote. 


Enemies of the President. 

That Yuan Shih-kai has enemies in the 
capital goes without saying. Votes were 
recorded for proclaimed persons like Sun 
Yatsen, Hwang Hsing, and Chen Chi-mei, 
and those who voted thus presumably adhere 
to the opinion of the worthies named, that it 
would be better for the republic if Yuan Shih- 
kai were dead. 

On the occasion of the inauguration, there- 
fore, great precautions were taken to protect 
the president. Only a few hundreds were 
admitted to the ceremony, and among the 
Chinese a good deal of nervousness was obvi- 
ous. In the admission of members of parlia- 
ment discrimination was used, and many 
were excluded. 

That machinations were afoot is proved by 
the case of a prominent police officer who 
had aroused suspicion by unduly pressing for 
permission to take duty at a certain point 
near which the president had to pass on his 
way to the ceremony. This man was sud- 
denly arrested and his house searched.

Rain Mars the Inaugural. 

The inauguration ceremony was marred by 
rain, which prevented the manifestation of 
gnuch public interest and generally threw 
gloom over the proceedings. The president 
took some time to read his long speech and 
was visibly ‘tired towards the end. Enthusi- 
asm on these occasions is usually lacking in 
the east, and only such acclamations were 
made as were prescribed by the ceremonial 
regulations. 

The president afterwards received the diplo- 

matic body and talked affably through an In- 
terpreter with the various ministers. A 
march past of the troops on duty ended the 
proceedings. The same night an enormous 
reception was held at the foreign office, at- 
tended by all Peking and their wives. 
The function of the whole week, however, 
go far as human interest was concerned, was 
the garden party given at the Sanhai palace. 
The president's wife, attended by a long row 
of delightful little daughters, received the 
guests and shook hafids with them as they 
were presented. During the afternoon the 
president himself came out and walked round 
the huge pavilion, shaking hands with the 
foreign ladies who were introduced to him 
one by one. He looked strong and well and 
displayed all the geniality characteristic of 
him. 


Guests Visit Lovely Gardens, 

The guests were afterwards shown around 
the beautiful rock gardens in the palace 
grounds. Here were stationed military bands 
discoursing ‘music that detracted somewhat 
from thé-mysterious old world air of the tree 
shadowed grottoes and the canals of still 
water that meandered hither and thither.

This has been the experience in Germany. 
Several of the states of which the German 
empire is composed—each of which has its 
Own separate educational system—have al- 
ready made atttendance at continuation 
classes compulsory upon young employés 
for a certain number of hours per week—as, 
for example, Batavia, Baden, Wlurtemberg, 
and Saxony—while, in Prussian towns at- 
tendance may be made compulsory by local 
bylaw for all young people engaged in indum 
trial and commercial occupations, and in 
certain provinces such attendance may be 
made compulsory for boys in the country 
districts also. 

This year two new laws affecting attend- 
ance at continuation schools in some of the 
provinces of Prussia and in Hamburg have 
been passed, and there seems to be a growing 
tendency in other states of the empire to sub- 
stitute compulsory for voluntary attendance 
at such schools.

In Hamburg attenfpts have been made con- 
tinuously during the last nine or ten years 
to pass a law compelling attendance at con- 
tinuation classes, but always without suc- 
cess. This year, however, the bill has met 
with more success, and at the last sitting of 
the house of burgesses it became law. The 
main provisions of the law are: ; 

Attendance at a continuation school ts compul- 
sory upon all male persons under 18 years of Age, 
who have left school and are in employment. 

The following are exempted from attendancet 
(a) Those who can give proof of having reached 
the standard aimed at in the continuation school; 
(>) those attending some other continuation or 
trade school. 

The instruction fs to be arranged with a view 
to training the boys fof a trade. The number of 
hours per week is to he eight for those trades re- 
quiring drawing. and six for other trades. 

Employers of labor are required to no@fy to the 
continuation school authority the names of all 
their employés of compulsory schoo! age six days 
after engaging them at the latest. 

Employers of labor, as well as parents and guard. 
fans, are under obligation to see that the young 
people attend school regularly. 

Extending to Smaller Towne. 

In Prussia there is no state law making 
attendance at continuation schools compul- 
sory, but section 120 of the imperial gewer- 
beordnung empowers the authorities in 
towns and municipal districts to make such 
attendance compulsory by local by-law upon 
all young persons under 18 years of age who 
are engaged in industrial and commercial 
occupations for a certain number ofMmours 
during the year. 

Most of the large towns in Prussta have 
availed themselves of this permission and 
have organized a very complete system of 
trade and industrial continuation schools, 

This state of things is now about to be 
altered by a law extending the power to 
make attendance at continuation schools 
compulsory to local authoritiesin the smaller 
towns and rural districts in the provinces 
of Brandenburg. Pommern, Saxony, Schles~- 
wig-Holstein, Westphalia, the Rhine prov- 
ince, and the Hohenzollern lands. By this 
law all boys under 18 in employment may be 
required to attend a continuation school dur~ 
ing three consecutive winters.

ARE THE LESSONS TO BE LOST? 
Since the loss of the Titanic there has 


been another dramatic disaster to remind 
us how little man has mastered the elements 
at sea or met the probable perils of the deep. 


The Volturno burned by day in a storm. 
Each situation illustrated the principal per- 
ils of sea travel, collision in one case, fire in 
the other, and many of the chief difficul- 
ties of life saving and defects in present 
equipment. Each focused the attention of 
the world upon the complex problem of 
safety at sea and brought a-rush of criti- 
cism and proposals of varying value. 

But while an international conference to 
deal with this problem is being held in 
London, it is important ‘to note that the 
usual subsidence of public interest took 
place after the Titanic disaster, and that 
the loss of life on the Volturno was not 
great enough to revive it in a very effective 
degree. 

In such a situation, it behooves us to re- 
member, the ever wakeful and ready organ- 
ized economic factor has the better of most 
arguments. 

Is this unduly cynical? Let us illustrate. 
The British board of trade, under date of 
Jan. 7, 1913, finds that certain collapsible 
bodts are unsatisfactory and unserviceable 
and will be withdrawn from service—in o@ 
couple of years! 

In the meantime, lest dividends be de- 
pleted, let us gamble profitably with the 
lives of the traveling public. A truly Brit- 
ish-board-of-trade standard of values. 

Now this is a matter that we Americans 
«cannot afford to shirk. The present confer- 
ence, held in London, is likely to be largely 
under the influence of British opinion and 
policy. Great Britain is the leading mari- 
time nation. Its shipping interests are 
powerful and thoroughly organized. They 
have unquestioned “ pull” with British offi- 
cial bodies, as is sardonically exemplified 
in the rule above quoted. 

And the underlying situation in a nutshell 
is virtually this: Americans do the bulk 
of the traveling. English get the bulk of 
tr. profit. The passenger is American. 
The company is British, German, French, 
or Dutch.

To the 
new world alone goes the credit of having 
in a few states, at least, set the age for 
night work at 21. The states of Massachu- 
setts and California, and the province of 
Quebec share the distinction of having 
abolished night work from any but its adult 
population. 

The awakening of the nations of the world 
to the problem of night work comes none 
too soon. Investigations in Hngland and 
in other countries point to a steady deterio- 
ration of both the peasant and laboring 
stock as a result of slum conditions in the 
cities and poor farming in the country. 
This deterioration tendency should not be 
given impetus by a wholesale weakening of 
the constitutions of the young through night 
work, 


BAD LAW AND GOOD PEOPLE. 

The fear of overwrought reformers that 
loose living men are making a concerted 
effort to repeal the Mann white slave act 
is grotesque. There is no association of 
loose living men. It would bea good thing 
if there were, for they and their activities 
could then be marked off and prevented 
more effectually than we can eyer hope to 
check the impulses of the individual. 

There is and will be no concerted effort 
to repeal the Mann act. The Mann ‘act is 
not at all likely to be repealed, though it 
ought to be. There is a good chance of its 
being declared unconstitutional as a mis- 
application of the commerce clause of the 
federal constitution. 

But it will not be repealed because a small 
minc “‘y, a mistaken minority, will object 
and no organized opinion will insist. 

The Mann act is an extension of the com- 
merce power far beyond the meaning or 
possible intent of the constitution. It is 
demoralizing for that reason. 

The Mann act punishes one offense as if 
it were another quite different and much 
more heinous offense. It is demoralizing for 
that reason. 

Because the Mann act permits this dis- 
tortion: it is a ready weapon of the black- 
mailer. It is demoralizing for that reason. 

Finally it is a statutory lie and funde- 
mentally wrong for that. reason alone. 

Laws should be plain, direct; and equal. 


Of course, there are American shipping 
interests, organized and powerful, and there | 
are British, German, French, Dutch, Aus- 
trian, Scandinavian, Italian travelers, all of 
whom, presumably, will be represented at 
the conference.

. THE FIGHT FOR YOUTH. 

Every industrial country in the world is 
now grappling with the problem of night 
work, according to a bulletin just issued by 
the United States department of labor. No 
disposition, of course, is shown anywhere 
to abolish night work. But every effort is 
being made to regulate and restrict it so 
that it will not sap the vitality of the nation 
1 unduly. Laws limiting the age below which 
no youth is allowed to be employed at night 
have been put upon the statutes in the last 
few years in every country that has ceased 
to be purely agrarian in nature. 

These laws conserving youth have come 
about as a result of researches by various 
medical and sociological authorities into the 
| effects of night work on the population, 
| especially on the young whose bodies have 
not yet attained their full growth ‘4nd 
strength. An Italian physician, Prof. Gio- 
vyanni Loriga, made a study of the physica] 
and mental status of the young men in cer. 
tain industrial centers of Italy. In Italy 
children can be employed as many as twelve 
hours a day. Children of 15 are permitted 
to work nights. The result, according to 
Prof. Loriga, is wholesale stupefaction of 
the young. The children who begin work at 
12, and at 15 are allowed to join adults on 
‘the night shift, develop into prematurely 
aged, and ignorant men. — 

In Sweden ufty-one physicians are in. 
trusted by the government with the super 
vision of young persons in industry. This

The Mann white slave act is wrong and 
congress knows it is wrong, by this time. 
But it will not be repealed because a mi- 
nority of well meaning but unthinking zeal- 
ots will raise an outcry. The vast majority 
of the public will be indifferent. Those who 
gee the public and private wrong of the act 
are few. Its victims fewer and discredited. 
And the law, though known to bea vicious 
and mistaken law, will be left alone. 

Morality is hindered not helped by such 
a situation.

DISEASE RISKS IN MEXICO. 
F the United States and Mexico go to war 
we shall send our troops into Mexico. 
It is safe to say we shall move against 
the City of México. The wives and 
mothers of the boye who are to compose 
the invading army want to know what haz- 
ards will be encountered in the invasion. 
The troops may and probably will enter 
from two directions. One army will be 
landed at some gulf port, and, using that as 
a base, will work toward the city. The sec- 
ond will cross the Rio Grande and move 
down the central plateau toward the city. 
In the war of 1846 three attacks from the 
north were made about the same time. One 
struck Mexico, another, starting from San 
Antonio, reached Chihuahua, and the third, 
starting from Matamoras, operated against 
Monterey and pushed as far south as San 
Luis Potosi. 
In March, 1847, after a winter spent in 
campaigns from the north, the line of at- 
tack was shifted to Vera Cruz, This port 
having been captured, the army of invasion 
moved northwest to the great central pla- 
teau, and in the following September it cap- 
tured the City of Mexico. 


-—eo 


In the intervening sixty-six years impor- 
tant changes have been wrought. Northern 
Mexico is fairly well supplied with north 
and south railroads. Our frontier has been 
moved from the Brazos to the Rio Grande. 
Uur troops could travel well toward the City 
of Mexico down the great plateau before 
encountering serious opposition. 

The states of Chihuahua and Sonora are 
said to be more anxious to cut away from 
Mexico now than was the great territory 
which, in 1845, was a part of Mexico, but 
which has‘since been divided up between 
Arizona, New Mexico, California, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Colorado, Utah, and Nevada. 

In other words, before encountering much 
opposition or being compelled to heavily 
guard the rear we could proceed nearly to 
San Luis Potosi. a 

The advantage of this route is that we 
could land our forces in good fighting trim, 
uninfected by malaria, uninfluenced by trop- 
ical conditions, far to the front. 


oe 


The other great change is in our control 
of preventable disease, gained in the last 
sixty years. Vera Cruz and Tampico have 
always been pestholes, at least until the last 
decade. The old time reputation of Vera 
Cruz was about as bad as that of Colon and 
Panama. : 

Most of the yellow fever research expedi- 
tions of the nineteenth century went to 
Vera Cruz. There was never any uncer- 
tainty about finding yellow fever there. 

In the war of 1861 the I'rench, British, 
and Spanish troops occupied Vera Cruz. 
The port was so unhealthy that the English 
only landed 700 marines. The encyclopedia 
states: 

“In view of the unhealthiness of Vera 
Cruz the convention of Soledad was con- 
cluded with the Mexican government per- 
mitting the foreign troops to advance to Ori- 
zaba and incidentally recognizing Mexican 
independence.” : 

The English had no stomach for the pes- 
tiferous coast country, and, for that and 
other reasons, fell away from the enterprise. 

The French, feeling that they had a free 
hand, took the city for their own, seated 
their own emperor, and‘ countenanced the 
unfortunate empire of Maximilian, steps 
that would scarcely have been taken had the 
English and Spanish insisted upon the orig- 
inal program. — 

—~- 

In the last twenty years we have learned 
to control most of the conditions that par- 
alyzed armies invading through Vera Cruz 
fifty or more years ago. It would be possi- 
ble to make Vera Cruz as healthy as Colon, 
to hold it as a moderately healthy base, and 
to enter troops there and get them into the 
highlands without having them paralyzed 
by disease. 

This is a more radical improvement than 
the advancement of our actual base to the 
southwest land, the improved transporta- 
tion facilities, and the probable further ex- 
tension of our approach down the central 
plateau. 

~~ 

Mexico runs from 32 degrees and 42 
minutes to 14 degrees and #0 minutes. It 
extends well within the tropics. The Tropic 
of Can¢éer runs near Mazatian, a little south 
of Durango and somewhat north of San 
Luis Potosi and Tampico. This means that 
we expect a tropical climate, tropical heat 
and humidity, tropical vegetation, tropical 
insects, and tropical diseases. 

In the portions of Mexico of interest to us 
just now such conditions are found only 
along a narrow coast strip on each side. For 
forty miles back frém the oceans the land 


is low and there are tropical heat and hu- 


midity, tropical vegetation, tropical insects, 
and tropical diseases. 

With the exception of these strips from 
the Rio Grande to the City of Mexico the 
climate is subtropical at most. When we 
weigh the low humidity, the scant vegeta- 
tion, the few insects, and the type of dis- 
ease a fairer classification of the climate 
would be to place it in the temperate class. 


~~ 

In 1908 supplement No, 46 of the public 
health reports was given over to an article 
on the distribution of the yellow fever mos- 
quito by Dr. Howard of the department of 
agriculture. A part of this report was de- 
voted to the then present distribution of 
this mosquito; another part to the localities 
in which this mosquito was not then present 
but where it would live if introduced. 

In this part of the report there was in- 
cluded a report on climate, made by Dr. C. H. 
Merriam of the department of agriculture. 
In this Merriam report there was a map 
dividing the climates into boreal, transition, 
upper austral, lower austral, and tropical. 

The only portions of upper and middle 
Mexico shown as tropical were the narrow 
strips along each coast. The boreal type 
found throughout most of Canada and fairly 
well distributed in Washington, Montana, 
Wyoming, Colorado, and that group of 
states reached as far south in places in Mex- 
ico as Tepic. 

The transition type, found in southern 
Saskatchewan and the Dakotas, reached as 
narrow strips through the mountain chain 
in Sonora, Sinaloa, and Tepic on the west 
and a little of that of San Luis Potosi on the 
east. 

The upper austral occupied most of the 
western half of the Mexican plateau. The 


lower austral zone occupied the eastern half’ 


of the plateau. 


~~ 

In the United States the upper austra] 
zone extends south from the Wisconsin line 
to about the southern line of Tennessee, ex- 
cept that along the Mississippi river the 
lower austral pushes as far north as Cairo 
and over to Evansville and along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard it comes as high as Washington. 
In this lower austral zone yellow fever 
mosquitoes either thrive all the time or else 
they thrive whenever they happen to be in- 


this statement a qualification 
added. The humidity most be fairly high 


West of Austin in Texas and throughout 
the plateau in Mexico the humidity is not 
high enough for yellow fever mosquitoes ex- 
cept in a few small localities around lakes, 
lagoons, and marshes. 

-o 

Roughly, there are two mountain chains 
in Mexico. The oriental chain comes out of 
western Texas, crosses Ceahuila, and follows 
the gulf coast. The occidental chain comes 
out of western Arizona into Sonora and fol- 
lows the Pacific coast. 

Between these lies the great central pla- 
teau, broken by secondary mountain chaing 
in places and a plain in other places. 

The altitude of this plateau is seldom less 
than 4,000 feet, and toward the City of Mex- 
ico the general elevation is around 8,000 
feet. It is broken by elevations which fre- 
quently reach 10,000 feet, and there are oc- 
casional peaks that passa 14,000 feet. 

These elevations serve to temper the tem- 
perature. The water laden winds from the 
Oceans must cross mountain ranges before 
reaching the inland stretches. The air is 
chilled, ita moisture is thrown down, and 
the winds reaching the plateau are moisture 
absorbers rather than moisture precipita- 
tors. 

The great central plateau has a low an 
nual rainfall. Therefore the humidity is 
not that of the tropics. The low rainfall 
and the cool air prevent the development 
of tropical vegetation and tropical insect 
life. All these together operate to prevent 
the devélopment of tropical diseases. 


~~ 

If we invade down this central plateau 
we should reach the plains around the City 
of Mexico with the lowest disease disability 
rate ever known in the history of the world, 
This statement does not except the disease 
disability rate of the Russo-Japanese war.

If we invade by the way of Vera Cruz we 


_— 


shall not be so fortunate. Our troops will 
have to land in the tierra caliente. They 
will be pushed up the hillside as rapidly as 
possible, but many will become infected 
with malaria in passing through. 

A base of supplies in the hot country and 
troops to protect it must be maintained, and 
these will become infected. Infected, partly 
cured men will be passing from the base to 
the front constantly. It will be a man’s 
job to limit the infection carried by them. 

The percentage of effective. troops that 
can be put in the field. by the commander of 
the Vera Cruz army will be smaller than the 
percentage of the plateau army. 

—~o- 

The rainy season is fgom May to October. 
The dry season is from October te May. 
This division of the seasons is fairly well 
marked north of Chihuahua and along. the 
coasts, but it is not much of a division after 
One passes either of these lines. 

In the large cities sanitary sense is well 
developed. The head of the national health 
service, Dr. Liceaga, is an extremely able 
man. A great friend of President Diaz, he 
has been held in office by Madero and Huerta 
because of hie great ability. 

Many of the state and municipal health 
officers of Mexico are men of learning and 
executive ability. These men have had Eu- 
ropean education and they have installed in 
their localities. many of the methods of 
health conservation approved by the experi- 
ences of the European capitals. 

Nevertheless, the standard of sanitation 
in Mexico is low. The Mexican people are 
an admixture of many strains. Some of 
these are Indian strains. The peon from 
the sanitary standpoint is uncivilized. 


—~o - 

Our army of invasion would have to con- 
tend with this condition of affairs. It could 
not often avail itself of the better conditions 
of the better cities. 

For one thing, the Red Cross has not found 
it possible to operate during this last suc- 
cession of revolutions. The rules of the 
Geneva convention could not beapplied. In 
case of trouble between the United States 
and Mexico it is possible that Mexico will 
agree to abide by those rules, but it is 
doubtful whether it is able to make its men 
observe them.

In my judgment, the most dificult dis- 
ease for us to control among our own troops 
will be typhus fever, the old famine fever, 
er ship fever. 

When thée’Maderists captured Juarez in 
1911 and doctors and nurses were allowed to 
cross over from E] Paso it was found that 
there was a great deal of typhus fever of a 
violent form among the Mexican troops. 
There was as much among the government 
troops as there was among the Maderists. 

Five cases developed in Americans in EF] 
Paso. I saw one man who was taken sick 
about breakfast time; he died at noon. 

We do not know enough about typhus to 
guard our troops against it. It seems that 
Anderson has proved that body lice spread 
it, yet we are not certain enough of it to 
ee on lice as the means of spread- 

g. : 

In the present state of our information 
we must watch other means of spreading 
besides lice, and the more points watched 
the less well will any one of them be watched.

The Mexicans are far behind the times 
from the smallpox standpoint. They are 
where we were fifty years ago.

smallpox, but that will not disturb us. No 
troops will cross the Rio Grande until they | 
are immune.

However, we are not afraid of typhoid 
now. The army of the Rio Grande has 
proved that soldiers can be spared typhoid 
by vaccination.

There will be no repetition of Jacksonville 
or Chickamauga this time. The regular 
army and the navy are vaccinated. The 
militia of some of the states is vaccinated 
in accordance with army regulations. For 
instance, the Wisconsin guard could move 
on ery on short notice.

When the unvaccinated state troops are

ATTACHMENT FOR RENT. 

Troy, O., Nov. 4.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.J—1. Can you attach the 
household goods of a man moving from a 
house in the night and owing rent? If 
so, through what proceedings? 

2. If a note, secured by furniture and 
piano, is unpaid, when due, can other 
property be attached in case some of the 
furniture is missing? Or what can be 
done to get what is due? Can collection 
be forced? If furniture is moved does 
note then become due? 

3. If an administrator of an estate 
agrees to pay rent on a house, for the 
purpose of selling the household goods 
belonging to the other heirs, can he, being 
an heir, be held personally responsible, or 
the ones to whom the furniture was willed?

1. Household goods of a tenant can be held where 
the lease so provides, or where rent is due, The 
proper action is a suit for distress for rent. 

2. Where money is due on a note secured by a 
chattel mortgage the mortgage undoubtedly pro- 
vides that the creditor may take the furniture 
covered by the mortgage, or the creditor may bring 
suit on the note and collect from property of the 
debtor not covered by the mortgage. Most chat- 
tel mortgages provide that the goods shall not be 
removed without the consent of the mortgagee. 

3 The administrator must dispose of the prop- 
erty in accordance with the terms of the will, un- 
less otherwise directed by the judge of the court 
which appointed him. He is personally responsible 
for amy improper disposal of such property.

The elephant’s wounds have been entirely 
healed; and now he has been relieved of all 
further work and is to lead a life of ease for 
the remainder of his existence, his own ma- 
hout and an assistant being assigned to de- 
vote their emtire time to caring for him. 
Needless to add that he has become a partic- 
ular pet of the viceroy and of Lady Hardinge, 
who undoubtedly owe to him the preserva- 
tion of their lives.

Hoped for End of Alliance. 

It had been hoped in the Antipodes that 
England would avail itself of an early op- 
portunity to dissolve the alliance, on account 
of its unpopularity in the colonies and of 
the possibility which it created of Great 
Britain become in some way involved in the 
differences between the United States and 
Japan. ; 

But the rumors of an abrogation of the 
alliance have within the last week received 
both from Tokio and from Downing street 
official denials, couched in such emphatic 
language as to leave no doubt whatsoever 
that the bonds between the two countries are 
more firmly established than ever, and that 
too for a long time to come, 

When this becomes known throughout Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, the anger against 
the home government will become more bit- 
ter than before. The people there will find 
it still more difficult to understand the 
friendship that unites England with the one 
power which they hate and dread, and which 
has made no concealment of its designs upon 
their country. 

The reaffirmation last week of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty cannot fail, indeed, to turn 
Australians and New Zealanders in a still 
greater degree than heretofore towards the 
United States. _ 

Ambitious Naval Plans Growing. 

A feature of this tendency towards seces- 
sion from the mother country, is the 
extraordinary sectionalism, if 1 may be per- 
mitted to use the word, of the newly formed 
Australian and New Zealand fleets. It was 
originally intended by the mother country 
that the various great colonial dependencies 
should each contribute money to be devoted 
to building battleships and cruisers for the 
royal navy, thus assuming a share in the 
naval defenses of the empire. 

Australia and New Zealand, however, de- 
clined to conform to these views, and voted 
money, not to be turned over to the imperial 
government for naval purposes, but for the 
purchase and construction of battleships, 
cruisers, gunboats, and destroyers, whicb 
should belong wholly to the two colonies, 
under the control of their fespective govern- 
ments, and maintained at their expense. 
The vessels in question, commanded for the 
present by officers of the royal navy, ere 
gradually being manned by Australasians, 
and in course of time will be officered in a 
similar fashion. The Australian fleet is of

Hostile to . Governors.

It is argued that If thereis to bea governor 
general the people of Australia should have 
a voice in his selection and that their ap- 
proval of his appointment should be neces- 
sary. From the popular selection of a gov- 
ernor general of the commonwealth there ig 
but a step to the election of an antipodean 
born president of an Australian republic. 


Cork Industry in Spain. 


SEVILLE, Nov. 15.—Seventy per cent of the 
world’s cork is produced in Spain and Portugal. 
According to the.best information obtainable there 
were produced in Spain during 1912 approximately 
78,000 short tone of cork, of which 54,780 tone came 
from Seville consular district, 12,660 tons from 
Cataluna and Castellon, 7,110 tons from Galicia, 
and 3,460 tons from the two Castile provinces. It is 
estimated that the cork growers received an aver- 
age of $57.90 per ton for this product, or $4,516,200 
for the entire quantity produced in Spain.

Tdeas Cleverly Conceived Must Be 
Executed Cleverly and as Cley- 
erly Displayed, Declares an Ob- 
server for the London Times,

PARIS, Noy. 7.—I can well imagine that 
many an Englishwoman will describe the 
new Paris fashions as “ deliberately hid- 
eous.’" But then she will possibly be form- 
ing too hasty a judgment from some dresses 
worn “ without chic” and by figures hope- 
lessly incongruous. 

Just because the ideas are so extraordi- 
narily clever, they can only be appreciated 
when cleverly expressed and also cleverly 
displayed. Even then, perhaps, admiration 
cannot always be definitely ensured. 

But a woman who has any appreciation of 
dress as an art will at once realize the possi- 
bilities the best models afford, and will recog- 
nize the charm of such dresses as are worn 
at Longchamp and other similar gatherings. 


The V of Velvet. 

It is with some astonishment that the pre- 
dominance of velvet is recognized. So short 
is the time since last it was modish that a 
revival could hardly have been expected now. 
But today almost every woman arrays her- 
self in velvet when she goes to the races, 
to attend a smart reception, and so forth. 

Variety from the dresses of a few seasons 
ago is, however, instantly insured by the 
manner in which the velvet is allied with 
tulle or with satin. Fur, too, is introduced 
as a means of decoration. But this usually 
appears only on the collar, though occasion- 
ally on the tunic, and sometimes in little 
unexpected details such as on the hem of the 


- gash; it is less often found hemming a dress, 


as it did a year or two ago. 

‘Perhaps the reason for this is to be discov- 
ered in the manner of treating the tight nar- 
row skirt. For as each day reveals fewer 
of these which are slit up at the side, so 
each day the couturiers produce some newer, 
less banal idea for providing the freedom 
thé active woman demands. 


With an Edging of Fur. 
Generally speaking, the idek, however 
clever, is not compatible with bordering the 
hem with an edging of fur. There was, how- 
ever, last Sunday at Longchamp, a very 


original dress which was draped in such a 


manner that it left a wide opening at the 


back of the legs. And this was cunningly 


| filled in with a drapery of tulle which was 


bordered with a rich band of black fox. 
Black tulle again fell from the waist in the 
form of a short tunic which also was out- 
lined with fox. The V shaped décolletage 
was almost hidden beneath a wide flat stole 
of the fur; but it was possible to see that 
here too the black tulle was introduced, 
though this time the fur was omitted. Velvet 
of that rich red which glows from Giorgione’s 
beautiful “concert champétre,’’ was chosen 
for this dress, and, while it proved an ex- 
ception among the many in dark blue and 
black, it achieved an unqualified success. 
Eveh that quaint opening in the hem at the 
back was accepted; for every line was 80 
gracefully designed that t. compelled admira- 
tion from the most critt.ul. 


Dark Blue and Black Tulle.

Itis 
also a picturesque detail and one worthy to 
be considered, at any rate by those who are 
more than common tall and slender. 

The coat which accompanied this dress 
quite covered the belt, and the latter was 
only revegled when the former was thrown 
off. But today many a coat is also arranged 
with a sash to gird it at the waist and to 
we tied in a huge bow at the back. Some of 
these are arranged in as wide folds as those 
just described. More, however, are fitted 
with quite a narrow band, though the bow 
at the back is large and wide. 


Sashes of Black Satin. 

Not only on the newest velvet dresses but 
on those in duvetyn, velours de laine, ratine, 
and in the fine ribbed cloths, do these sashes 
occur, and almost always are they carried 
out in black satin. On some, however, the 
sashes repeat the material of the dress. But 
then they are not tied in a bow. They are 
merely knotted loosely at the back, and their 
ends fall on to the skirt. 

Although at the moment many a velvet 
dress is charmingly arranged with a tunic 
of tulle, on others this detail is in satin, in 
plaid silk, or in lace. Other dresses, again,

TO BUILD KAISER’S EMBASSY. 


Herr von Ihne, Architect Honored by 
Emperor William, Is Friend of 
King George. 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—Herr von Ihné, the 
architect, whom the kaiser has summarily 
intrusted with the building of a new $1,000.000 
embassy at Washington—after sweeping the 
designe of 272 competitors into the dust bin— 
ig really half an Englishman, seeing that his 
mother was of our nation, and that he him- 
self was born at Liverpool, where his father 
was for long a teacher of German. After that 
the father became professor of English lit- 
erature at Heidelberg, where he had a pic- 
turesque residence on the right bank of the 
Neckar over against the old schioss. It was 
with him that Princes Eddy and George—now 
the king—spent some time in learning Ger- 
man after their cruise in the Bacchante. In 
this way young Ihné was introduced into 
court circles at Berlin, and he became an 
intimate of Count Seckendorff, chamberlain 
to the Empress Frederick.

VISITS AMERICA. 


Postmaster General Samuel, Who 
Was Mum When Touring the 
United States, Tells the Home 
Folks All About Us. 


Che MO Times 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—Mr. Herbert Samuel, 
the British postmaster general, has returned 
to England after a visit to Canada and the 
United States. Mr. Samuel was accompanied 
in his tour through Canada by his friend, 
L. P. Pelletier, K.C., postmaster of Canada. 
At Washington he had several conversatiuns 
with the postmaster general of the United 
States relating to the government administra- 
tion of telegraphs and telephones, and at New 
York he met the managers of the great cable 
companies. 

In Canada his attention was called’to the 
public feeling in favor of the speedy con- 
struction of a state owned Atlantic cable as 
a work of the first imperial importance. 

All this may foreshadow improved tele- 
phone services at home and increased facili- 
tles for telegraphing between the United 
Kingdom and North America, but the post- 
master general spoke chiefly of his experi- 
ences in Canada, where he was the guest of 
the dominion government. 


Canadian Cousins Prosperous. 

He was deeply impressed by the vgor, ac- 
tivity, and enterprise of Canadians, the high 
degree of prosperity he saw throughout the 
dominion, its immense potentialities, the ma- 
terial comfort of all classes, the beauty of 
the towns, the strong imperial instinct of the 
people, and their deep attachment to the 
mother country. 

“I spent altogether six weeks in Canada 
and two in the United States,” said Mr. 
Samuel. ‘* One of the purposes of my jour- 
ney was to confer with the postmasters gen- 
eral of Canada and the United States on a 
number of outstanding points concerning 
my department. I also desired to examine 
the telephone systems of both countries. 

“I visited the telphone exchanges, not only 
in the principal cities of the cominon, but 
also in Chicago and New York, and have ob- 
tained a great deal of valuable information. 
I was interested to see automatic telephone 
exchanges in use in a few of the western 
towns in Canada, where the telephone sys- 
tems belong to the muicipalities. 


Women in Postal Service. 

“It was interesting also to notice the effect 
of the policy which was adopted both in 
Canada and in the United Gtates some years 
ago of pay'ng the same wages to women as 
to men. The result practically has been 


that no more women have been taken into 
the service; in fact, the postoffice in Canada 
is almost closed as an avenue for the em- 


ployment of women, and in the United States 
it is open to them only to a very moderate 
extent. 

“Perhaps the thing that impressed me 
most was the degree of development already 
attained by the new cities of the west. After 
leaving Winnipeg I visited with Mr. Pelletier, 
Regina, Saskatoon, Edmonton, Calgary, and 
Vancouver. I expected to find some, at 
least, of these remo.e western towns bearing 
all the marker of hastily created civic com- 
munities with badly paved roads, unlighted 
streets, and somewhat ramshackle public 
buildings. 


English Cities in Eclipse. 


“TI found, on the contrary, that although 
their growth has been a.matter of a very 
fews years, they have all provided them- 
selves with many miles of admirably laid out 
roads, adequate sewerage, water, and light- 
ing systems, well equipped schools. and 
really splendid public buildings. Perhaps 
the best feature of all is that these commu- 
nities take great pains in the planning of 
their towns, which in their picturesqueness 
and utility leave our English cities far be- 
hind. 

“ The impression I received of the working 
c‘aSses throughout my tour is that on the 
whole they are prosperous. There was some 
unemployment in the west on account of the 
financial stringency that recently prevailed, 
which necessitated a c@®ntraction by the 
municipalities of their public works. These 
conditions were, however, passing away in 


wuich has done much to restore financial 
equilibrium.” 

The postmaster general addressed as many 
as ten of these clubs on subjects concerning 
imperial relations, such as naval defense and 
on present political tendencies in the United 
Kingdom. He wae particularly struck by 
the imperial sentiment which prevails, the 
desire for closer union with the mother coun- 
try inspiring the whole nation and unifying 
all parties. . ’ 


Confidence in the Future. 


‘It happened,” said Mr. Samuel, “ that my 
visit waa the first ever paid to western Can- 
ada by any member of the cabinet during his 
term of office. I feel sure that ministers, 
whatever party may be in power, .would be 
well advised when opportunities offer to go 
and see these vast new provinces of the em- 
pire. The population of Canada is already 
equal to that of Scotland and Ireland com- 
bined, and has almost immeasuraple possi- 
bilities of growth. Her people are full of 
deep pride in their country and of boundless 
confidence in its future, and at the same 
time they are animated in the east and in the 
west by the warmest sentiments of attach- 
ment to the empire as a whole.” 

Mr. Samuel added that in Canada he had 
the pleasure of meeting, among others, Mir. 
Borden and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and at the 
White House he was received by the preei- 
dent of the United States and Mr. Bryan.

The Providence players gained only 
two first downs, and even the Harvard sub- 
stitutes who flocked into the lineup in num- 
bers in the second half, were able to score 
twenty points against Brown. 

The second half gave the Crimson subs a 
chance to get good prectice for the Yale game 
next Saturdey. 


Harvard’s Strength Not Shown. 
Hervard’s full strength was not repre- 
gented in today’s game, for Coach Haughton 
took kLogan, the first string quarter back, 
and Trumbull, the varsity center, with him 
to New Haven to get a line on the plays un- 
loosed by Yale against Princeton. The new 
Crimson lineup, which was shifted radically 
early this wéek to cover up the line and sec- 
ondary defense weaknesses, proved that good 
had been accomplished and that Harvard will 
present a better balanced team against Yale 
next week.

first tally. 

Greater speed, superior ability in making 
forward pasees, and sparkling work by Quar- 
ter Back Ruesell in handling and returning 
punts enabled Chicago to win.

The young man who thinks he has an ath- 
letic mission to perform for Notre Dame 
is just 30 years old. He was born ona farm 
in De Kalb county, Illinois, where his fam- 
ily lived until he was 10 years old, when 
the household lares and penates were re- 
moved to Manson, Ia. There Jesse at- 
tended the public schools and took part in 
the athletic activities. 

In his boyhood days young Harper was 
much the same type as during his later co}- 
lege athletic career, never sturdy or rug- 
ged in appearance, but rather of the wiry 
type, with great powers of endurance and 
the fierce intenseness of the nervous tem- 
perament. ; 

When Jesse was old enough for prepara- 
tory school he chose Morgan Park academy, 
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then a secondary school for the University 
of Chicago, which he attended in 1901 and 
1902. He played half back on the academy 


eleven and center field on the bagebal! nine. 
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Completing his preparatory school course, 
Harper went to work for Swift & Co. to ac- 
cumulate a bank roll to help him secure a 
higher education. He specialized in hams; 
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in fact, he became so expert that he can 
detect a “ ham athlete’ at first glance and 
relegate him to the side lines.

In the fall of 1902, when 19 years old Har- 
per entered the University of Chicago asa 
student of commerce and administration. 
During his college course Harper took part 
in university and student activities, joined 
the Phi Delta Theta fraternity, and paid 
part of his expenses by his own efforts. One 
of his side lines was the refreshment privi- 
leges at the then Marshall field. While Har- 
per sat in gridiron togs on the side lines in 
the Michigan game of 1906, awaiting a poa- 
sible call for emergency duty, his partner 
in the enterprise was disposing of 300 dozen 
—8,600, if you please‘ hot dog” sand- 
wiches to appreciative customers at “ ten 
cents a throw ”’ or “‘ two for a quarter,” if 
they were in a hurry. As the cost of the 
sandwiches was one and one-fourth cents 
each, the profits can be estimated. 

Harper made half back on the freshmen 
eleven G@espite his light weight and was an 
outfielder on the baseball nine. In his 
eophomore year Stagg needed a catcher, so 
Harper donned the mask and protectorand 
filled the role to satisfaction, also becoming 
one of the most reliable stickers on the 
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squad. He captained a successful team in 
1905, and returned to the outfield when a 
backstop was developed the following 
spring. He was a whirlwind on the bases 
and le@ his team in pilfering for three years, 
while running up a swatting average over 
B00 for each season. 

While handicapepd by his lack of weight, 
Harper in his sefior year was a member of 
the western championship football ' squad 
which did not lose a game and won from 
Michigan, 2 to 0, In the final game of the 
season. He played end and half back and 
understudy to Eckersall in the quarter back 
job. 

Following his graduation from Chicago 
Harper became a canvasser, selling atlases 
in Missouri for a Chicago publishing house. 
His success in disposing of the map books 
was not as marked as the romance which 
followed his meeting a certain Miss Camp- 
bell in the course of his wanderings, for the 
young woman is now Mrs. Harper. 

In the fall of 1906 Harper accepted a posi- 
tion as athletic director at Alma college, 
where he remained three years, winning 
the state baseball title in 1908, when little 
Alma vanquished the University of Mich- 
igan nine. 

“> 


Harper transferred his athletic coaching 
skill to Wabash in 1909, where he directed 
the fortunes of the baseball, football, bas- 
ketball, and track teams. It was the stur- 
dy battles waged by Wabash against Notre 
Dame that eventually secured his present 
berth at South Bend. In his four years at 
Wabash the “ Little Giants’ three times 
won the championship of the secondary 
colleges in football. Purdue was humbled 
in defeat in three of those four years, while 
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in 1911 Notre Dame itself recorded victory 
by the narrow margin of 6 to 3. 

With this record of success at Wabash 
I:arper has directed Notre Dame to a 35 to 
13 victory over the Army eleven and a 14 
to 7 victory over Penn State, both on for- 
eign fields. Harper is an advocate of the 
open game. It was this coaching which 
enabled the light Wabash team to beat 


heavier opponents, and it was the open - 


game which played an important part in 
the Army and Penn State games.

Following the game at West Point, where 
eight Army players were removed at vari- 
ous times because of injuries and twelve 
substitutions in all were made, while Notre 
Dame substituted only one player and took 
out time once for a player to tie a shoe- 
string, Harry Tuthill, trainer for the Army 
and holder of a similar position for the 
Detroit Tigers during the baseball season, 
asked to meet the Notre Dame trainer. 

“ There he is over there,” said one of the 
Notre Dame huskies. 

“ But that’s your coach,” remonstrated 
Tuthill. 

“Well, he’s the trainer. too,” said the

That’s true. Harper is coach, trainer, and 
business manager, for upon him devolved 
the framing of the best schedule Notre 
Dame has had in recent years. 

In his new position Harper will have 
supervision of football, baseball, track, and 
basketball. With the excellent athletic 
material at the Catholic college ready to be 
molded into the finished product, Harper at 
last has a fleld where he can give his coach- 
ing ability full sway. -Notre Dame appears 
to be fortunate in its choice.

TADVERTISER IS LEADER.

One of the features of the auction by the 
Chicago Horse Sale company, which begins 
at the stockyards tomorrow, wil! be the com- 
plete dispersal of the Whiteley farm animals. 

For years this has been the most important 
breeding establishment in Indiana, and the 
premier stallion Advertiser was famous 
when foaled in 1888, his breeding being top- 
notch fashion of that day in blood lines. By 
Blectioneer, dam by George Wilkes, grand- 
dam the. old time trotter Lula, 2:15, a record 
within a second of the best by a trotter when 
made, Advertiser represented the two lead- 
ing strains of trétting blood. 

He had a lot of speed, taking a high wheel 
record of 2:15%, and an offer of $125,000 was 
refused for him by his breeder, Leland Star- 
ford of California, who had sold Arion, a 
champion 2 year old trotter, for that amount 
to a fellow millionaire, J. Malcolm Forbes 
of Boston. It was Gov. Stanford's intention 
to have Advertiser succeed Electioneer in 
the stud, but the owner's death put the stal- 
lion in other hands. 


Adbell Best of Get. 
Now that he is 25 years old Advertiser will 
not bring much at auction. The most nota- 


ord for yearling trotters at 2:23. He-was 


ford, and his early speed confirmed his 
breeder in the idea that Advertiser was the 
logical successor of Electioneer. 

Adbell died when young, but today stands 
higher as a speed producer than does his 
sire.

Those men created and maintained a mar- 
ket for “ green” trotters such as never be- 
fore was seen and will not again be visible, 
and every recruit to the ranks of trotting 
horse owners wanted to win the M. and M. 
Murphy, McDonald, Cox, and Geers have 
standing orders from rich men to buy any 
trotter they believe can win the M. and M., 
and in Chicago Dick McMahon has been for 
three years on the lookout for that sort of 
timber for a local man.

Quakers Always in Game. 

Although outclassed in almost every de- 
‘partment of the game, the Quakers never 
once let up in their efforts to stem the tide 
of defeat. Capt. Young and his warriors 
were fighting just as hard in the last period 
as at the start and their pluck won for them 
‘real praise from the Michigan rooters. 

Michigan scored its first touchdown in the 
opening period when Lyons, the right end, 
bucked through center for two yards after 
his teammates had carried the oval inside 
Penn's five yard line by hard, consistent 
football. Paterson kicked goal and the 
Michigan stands went wild with excitement. 

A perfectly executed forward pass in the 
last minute of play of the second quarter, 
Hughitt to Lyons, netted twenty-five yards

Bl Sermon for Today. 


By the REV. GAIUS GLENN 


“SEEKING THE GODWARD SIDE.” 
ATKINS, D.D., Central Congregationa] Church, 
Providence, R. I. 

(Who Will Speak at the Sunday Evening Club Tonight.) 


EB text for this sermon is part of an 
old and fascinating story. Moses is met 
in the desert, and at the beginning of 
his long tutelage of the Hebrew people, 
by his father-in-law, Jethro, the priest 

of Midian. Jethro finds Moses cumbered 
with much serving, lost in detail, and en- 
deavoring himself to administer all the con- 
cerns of ail the people. With wisdom, which 
has in it a strangely modern note, Jethro 
tells Moses that he is in the way of wearing 
out both himself and the people, that he must 
distribute responsibility, secure helpers and 
subordinates, assign to them the small and 
passing matters, and reserve for himself the 
supreme and lonely piace, the supreme and 
imperative service. ‘‘ Be thou,” he says, 
* for the people Godward.” 

There is, then, to begin with, a Godward 
side to life; not a mere point, nora line, nora 
restricted area, but a whole frontier, a vast 
and undefined direction, an immeasurably 
rich and suggestive frontage. The very 
heart-word of the text has itself ite tremen- 
dous suggestion, Godward! It has the sait 
tang of the sea, the spaciousness of the 
desert; it is pregnant with the habits of 
men who look much to broad horizons, who 
atrive to anticipate the quarter from which 
the wind will blow, and who bound them- 
selves by nothing less than the cardinal 
points of the compass, whose frontiers are 
eastward and westward, northward and 
southward. 

There ‘s a Godward side to all thinking. 
When we have done with all that the labora- 
tories have to tell us, when we have wrung 
their secret from the stars, when we have 
sought out the constant and ordered rela- 
tions of things, when we have set our wisdom 
in books and believe ourselves to have come 
upon the very method of creation, we are 
nonethe lees face to face with brooding mys- 
teries which find but one solution, God. 


There is a Godward side in all conduct. 
When you have set duty upon her throne of 
austere administration, when you have given 
conscience a clear right of way, when you 
have yielded yourself to all moral impera- 
tives, and have driven as deep as you canand 
as far as you can the line of cleavage be- 
tween right and wrong, you are helplessand 
perplexed without God. Conscience, duty, 
morality, all have their Godward side; they 
lead us into his presence by sure and unes- 
capable roads; they demand God for the ex- 


pianation of their authority, and we need 
God for strength to obey and serve them. 
We are to get to the Godward side of poll- 
tics: there are men enough on the other side. 
I, for my part, do not believe that the God- 
ward side of politics ts occupied today by 
any one party or any one set of leaders; 
pretty much all the political parties havea 
voting constituency on the immediate fron- 
tiers of two widely separate localities. The 
Godward side of politics is neither Repub- 
lican nor Democratic, Progressive or Con- 
servative; the Godward side of politics is the

side of clear vision, unselfish devotion to the 
common good, a willingness to be used by the 
state rather than to use the state: a thorough. 
going detachment from the conception of 
legislation as a direct or indirect means for 
personal exploitation; it is the side of a 
willingness to bear much, to hope much, to 
battle, to be misunderstood, to look up into 
the clear light of the ideal, to be faithful in 
amall duties, willing to accept great respon- 
sibilities, and a hostility which will not give 
over to the corrupt, the stained, the foolish, 
and the false. | 


We are to get on the Godward side of bug. 
ness. The Godward side of business is sheer 
honesty, elemental justice, fine dependable 
ness, @ full day’s work, painstakjng econg 
my, and the sense of all tliat business 
not only in making products, but in 
men. They are on the Godward aide of busi.

vate occupation, but a public trust, that bug. 
ness is a social service, that rightly com - 
ceived it may become sacramental, and that 
rightly administered it may teach men tn

We are to get on the Godward side of men 
tn just plain, practical living; we are to keep 
the spirit uppermost, restrain if need be col- 
orless moral qualities for our brother’s sake;

not hurt us in order that he may be helped:

Vanity Fair and so live that all those market 
places which the world, the flesh, and the

We are set in the midst of a strife, we are 
hard beset. We shall find our reinforcement, 
not as of old in the horses and chariots of 
God made visible to doubting eyes on the 
encompassing hills; if we are to win the 
battle, we want men to the Godward side 
of us.

In 
that case do you blame your husband for feel- 
ing a lack of enthusiasm for the work that 
you put ahead of him.

but that man is a marvel who enjoys being 
scheduled as his wife's consort and not pos- 
sessing a reputation of hisown. I have known 
one or two men whose generosity or devotion 
or sense of humor was sufficient to allow 
them to figure cheerfully as “‘ Mr. Many Ann 
Jones,”” but they were phenomenal excep- 
tions to the general rule. 

What, then, are you or other women like 
you to do with a talent you are sure you pos- 
sees? Are you to hide it in a napkin or bury 
it out of sight? What is your duty to your- 
self and to your husband and children? 

No specific answer can be given which will 
cover all cases. Circumstances modify the 
individual decision. 

The first point you must make sure to your- 
self is that you actually havea talent. 

One dictionary defines the words as “‘ men- 
tal power of a superior order,” “ superior in- 
telligence,”’ * special aptitude.” 

Do you who believe yourself possessed of a 
talent think it comes under one of thege 
heads? You see that leaves a pretty wide 
field for opinion. Your talent, according to 
the third definition, may be an aptitude for 
some kind of domestic work, cookery, sewing, 
the care of children—as well as a line de- 
manding purely mental ability, but these are 
not what you are likely to mean when you 
speak of your “ talent.”” Almost invariably 
you have in mind something which is largely 


or exclusively intellectual, like literature, art, | 


or music. 

Have you “ mental power of a superior or- 
der’ or “‘ superior intelligence ”’ in any one 
of these? Are you sure? 


s 
Should Cultivate Real Talent. 


You’ may tell me I am straying from my 
subject, that I began to answer a married 
woman who asked what she should do about 
her specific gift, and that I am not only mak- 
ing a general topic of it but dwelling on the 
question as to whether it is a real or imag- 
ined talent. Does that make any differ- 
ence? ' 

It surely does, and the cause for this ap- 


to the correspondent whose query started 
the discussion. 

For two reasons. The first is that if a gift 
has really been bestowed upon you, it is 
your bounden duty to make the best of it. 
This does not mean that you are to neglect 
everything else to exercise it unless you are 
in conditions where this can be done without 
any one suffering by it. Certainly, as a 
married woman, you have claims upon you 
which cannot be ignored, and your duty Is to 
study how to meet home responsibilities 
squarely and yet not to let them interfere 
with the workings of your talent. 

This is difficult, but not impossible. I have 
the honor of knowing women who have fol- 
lowed their art or their craft steadily, con- 
scientiously, and profitably for years and 
whose families have not suffered by the prac- 
tice of the housekeeper’s mental powers, 
It is hard labor and requires thought and 
tact and skill, but it can be done. 

Let me say as a parenthesis that all talent 
is not necessarily for original production 
that can be accomplished at home. One 
woman has a gift for the organization of 
church work, another has ability to run 
charitable and philanthropic institutions or 
to do sociological research. Their task is 
harder by far than that of the wife and moth- 
er who can cultivate her aptitude in her 
own house, and often such talents as these

Home ‘Comes Firit. 

To the married woman with children who 
follows her talent I can say that she ie of 
those who will have trouble in the flesh. 
For no talent can be fulfilled in.the best way 
among countless interruptions and calle upon 
the time and energiee—and yet these are 
what you with an unmistakable talent as- 
sume when you marry and raise a family. 
You must resign yourself to have to listen to 
the baby when you are striving to write im- 
mortal prose; to be willing to leave your 
paints to dry while you hearken to the plaint 
of the smal! child and bind up hie cut Ginger 
or soothe his lacerated feelings; to lose the 
inspiration for a musical composition be- 
cause your college boy or girl telephones that 
a couple of friends are coming to dinner and 
you have to scurry around and devise an 
extra course which will stretch a meal pro- 
vided for four into enough for six. Recol- 
lect, you possessor of a talent, that after ell 
if you are a wife and mother home comes 
first. 

I have said that there are two reasons why 
you should practice a real talemt if you have 
one. The first I have given. The second 
does not fall behind it in importance. 

If your ability is something that will bring. 
In money you cannot afford to let it He idle. 
In these days of quickly made and quickly 
lost fortunes it is not uncommon to see the 
woman who started married life as a cher- 
ished and well cared for wife slip later into 
the position of bread winner for the family. 
Your husband may object to your cultivat- 
ing your talent now and be quite willing fur- 
ther on in life to accord you the privilege of 
supporting him by the exercise of that same 
talent. I can hardly advise you to point out 
this possibility to him when he laments or 
objurgates your gift; etill less cam I couneel 
you to remind him of ft if the hard days 
should come. None the less you do well to 
keep the contingency in mind, and ff you have 
a talent which possesses commercial value 
don’t let it become ruety from disuee. 


* 
Details May Bore Him. 


Even if your husband should not lose his 
money making capabilities I have never 
found that @ little extra cash comes amiss 
when the boys and girls are growing up 
and wish small luxuries and diversions that 
the etated income of the head of the house 
may not suffice to supply. If you are skilled 
with your pen, or your brush, or as a musi- 
cian, and can make a profit from your orig- 
inal productions in any of those lines or by 
giving lessons in them, be thankful for the 
faculty, and do not let your gratitude sweep 
away your reticence and lead you to chatter 
about your gift and its workings. 

For ® is ten to one that your husband 
will not wish to be told of these details of 
your work which you find absorbing. They 
are Mkely to weary him and whatever else 
you do with your talent don’t bore your 
husband with it. You may love to hear all 
he has to tell of his pursuits, but that does 
not mean that he will be thrilled by yours. 
Bear this in mind and spare him. 

Bring to the work which falls to your lot 
a large portion of patience, a determination 
that/your husband, your home, and your chil- 
dreh shall never suffer for lack of attention 
because God has honored you with a gift 
which should be a joy to youand a blessing to 
others. Your lot will be less easy than if you 
had nothing to call you from your duties asa 
wife, mother and housekeeper, but the talent 
has is compensations in a joy unknown to 
those who lack it. Let this joy offset the an- 
noyance and inspire you to make yourself 
something worthy your gift and which will 
compensate it to others besides yourself.

“ The following formulas may be of use to 
some one, The preparations are easy to make 
and are good. I am sorry I have not more to 
give: The first is for invisible ink. Take 
sulphuric acid, one part; water, twenty parts. 
Mix and use wifh a quill pen. The writing can 
be read only When heated. For luminous ink. 
Use phosphorus, half dram; oil of cinnamon, 
half ounce, put in a vial, cork tightly, and 
heat slowly until mixed. This can be read 
only in the dark. I have the formulas for 
silver, yellow, gold, green, blue, purple, violet, 
brown, scarlet, and indelible inks, also for 
ink powder, and travelers’ ink. The last en- 
ables one to make ink at once by putting in 
water a little piece of the blotting paper in 
which the ink is absorbed. Any one wishing 
to send to you for my address is weicome to 
any or all of these recipes.

Here is the recipe for Christ- 
mas tree cake: Two cups sugar creamed 
with three-quarters of a cup of butter, seven 
well beaten eggs, one teaspoon vanilla, two 
heaping teaspoons of pulverized carbonate 
of ammonia, dissolved in a little milk, enough 
flour to make a stiff dough. Knead a small

The embroidery platter cloth is always ac- 
ceptable as a gift at Christmas time for the 
housekeeper, This attractive design should 
be embroidered on white linen in solid or eye- 
let and outline stitch.

Secure a piece of transfer or impression 
peper. Lay it face down upon the linen, 
then draw over each line of the paper design 
with a hard pencil or the point of a steel 
knitting needle. Upon lifting the pattern and

There are two points.to observe in this 
simple process if you would execute it satis- 
factorily. One is to see that your material 
is level—cut and folded by a thread—and that 
your design is placed upon it evenly at every 
point. 

The second is, when placed accurately, se- 
cure the design to the ynaterial with thumb 
tacks or pins, so it canaot slip during the op- 
eration, 

Do not rest your hands or fingers uponany 
part of the design you are transferring, else 
the imprint of your fingers will be as distinct 
upon the material as the drawn lines of the

A buffet menu, whatever it includes, will 
be found to require less silver and less china, 
and consequently less labor, than if it were 
served in more formal style. The dining 
table may be pushed in any position that 
will lend the most attractive appearance to 
the room and be most convenienet for serv- 
ing. It may be covered with a tablecloth 
or left bare with doilies, It should hold a 
centerpiece of flowers not so heavy or high 
as to obstruct the view across the room. 

Not all the dishes needed are placed on the 
table, as this would give a cluttered appear- 
ance. Just enough are set upon the table 
so that when refreshments are brought in 
the serving can begin easily. The surplus 
dishes stand ready upon the buffet and are 
transferred to the table as needed. 

Simplicity in the refreshments, as in every- 
thing else, is the standard of good taste. An 
afternoon reception may consist of coffee, 
chocolate, sandwiches, and cakes. Menus 
for wedding breakfasts and suppers are gen- 
erally a little more elaborate. A wedding 
supper may consist of bouillon, oysters, 
chicken croquettes, sandwiches, with ices of 
various kinds, cakes, bonbons, and coffee,

An Easily Copied Model. 

A good looking model for such a crépe 
gilet is cut slightly double breasted—not 
lapping more than an inch and a quarter—has 
two rows of buttons, five to a line; set quite 
close together.

Another gift to delight the heart of a girl 
or young woman is one of the sheer corset 
covers made of net or allover lace that are 
now essential to the sheer blouse. 

The net ones are usually tucked. An 
easily copied model requires a half yard of 
net forty-two inches wide, two yards of 
one and one-half inch messaline ribbon and 
two yards of three-quarter inch ribbon to 
match. The net varies in price; a nice quality 
of forty inch width can be had for 50 cents 
a yard—in this case use: the entire width, 
or two yard net for 75 cents a yard. The 
ribbon should cost about 15 cents a yard for 
the wide and 10 cents for the narrow. 

Make a casing two inches deep at the top 
and an inch at the bottom. Turn ina n-r- 
row edge and run by hand or a fine machine 
stitch. One inch from this top casing run 
a tuck one and one-half inches deep across 
the width of the net. Three-quarters of an 
inch below run another similar tuck. In 
the middle of the front of the deep casing 
cut an eyelet almost the entire width, turn 
back and buttonhole.

Hem back the left end three-quarters of 
an inch and sew on four smali pearl buttons, 
one close to the top, the others between the 
tucks and just above the bottom casing. 


Double a two inch: strip of muslin seven 


inches deep, work three buttonholes in it to 
correspond with the buttons between the 
tucks. Sew the raw edge in with the turn 
back of the right end, turn the flap forward 
and catch the ends under the top and bottom 
casing, sewing fast. 

Cut the broad ribbon in yard strips, fasten 
the ends under the deep casing, and draw 
the other ends out through the eyelet and 
tie in a bow in the middle of the front. Cut 
off one and one-third yards of the narrow rib- 
bon and run through the casing at the waist- 
line. Cut the rest into two twelveinch strips 
and use for shoulder straps. Set one end 
seven inches from the ends and the other 
seven inches nearer the middle, leaving the 
loop between. Work a buttonhole loop on 
right hand side for the top button and on 
the button side of bottom casing work an 
eyelet just to left of turn back to draw the 
ribbon through.

HE lamp chimney wrap is only.a natu- 
ral and logical outcome of the lamp 
shade tunic. Paris insists on the credit

tion? 

One has to scan closely and with conce2n- 
tration these droopy effects to observe any real 
shape out of the shapeless mass that first 
confronts the eye.

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Soldier Dog in the German Army 
Equal to the Man Behind the Gun. 
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HERE is a regular dog corps in Ger- 
many for service in time of war. 
“Soldier dogs” are,trained and have 
important uses and duties. Although 

they do not shoot guns or fire cannons, there 
are duties for them to perform that are aa 
important as carrying arms. 

“Soldier dogs” are usually of the same 
breed. Most of the dog corps are composed 
entirely of Pomeranians or Spitzes, and 
these are mostly white in color. Occasion- 
ally a gray dog is chosen on account of his 
color, for he can escape notice more easily 
than a white dog, though even the white 
dogs are not likely to stay white in time of 
war. Each dog is equipped with a light 
but strong metal collar and a pouch for let- 
ters.. He ig never tied up and is never ied 
by a chain or rope. 


He is given a peculiar education, and it is 
given with regularity and care.

These letters are placed “n 
his pouch and the soldier dog runs from 
post to post delivering them. He is taught 
to know many other posts besides his own, 
to recognize them by name, to take a pouch 
full of letters to arly post designated, to de- 
liver them to an officer, to wait for a reply, 
and to return to his own post. After he can 
do thig satisfactorily and without error he is 
“ graduated” into a higher class and his 
education.is partially completed. 

The next lesson of the soldier dog is to 
look after the wounded. He is taught to 
discover wounded soldiers, to take water to 
them, and to tel] superior officers of his 
discovery.

I get so tired of saying “same position,” 
but anyway grab your lady where the waist 
line used to be and hold her in the same clutch 
you have always used, then start like this:

Like Old Fashioned Minuet. 

I learned a new one tle other night and I 
shall now try to wish it on' you. Walk one, 
two, three, man starting with left, girl with 
right on count three, the man holding the 
girl’s left hand in his right, as if they were 
going to do a minuet. On three the man 
draws his legs together and bows in a stiff 
military way, still holding the girl’s band.

Nobility’s Opposition Chief Obstacle. 


There is but a single legal obstacle in the 
way. “Czar Paul, who hated his mother, 
Catherine the Great, made a law against any 
woman occupying the throne. But the law 
which Czar Paul has proclaimed can easily 
be repealed by Czar Nicholas. The graver 
problem is the intense opposition which the 
naming of Olga as heir will arouse among 
the grand dukes. 

Interest in the next occupaniz of the Rus- 
sian throne likewise is keen in government 
circles of nearly all European countries. T+ 
is especially keen in England. Grand 
Duchess Olga, the czar’s oldest daughter, 
whom he is now planning to make heir to the 
throne, is much more English than she is 
Russian. 

The question asked by those interested in 
Russian affairs is this: Should Grand 
Duchess Olga become empress of Russia 
will she cut loose from the grand dukes that 
have been keeping Russia back and rule in- 
dependently? The last empress Russia had, 
Catherine the Great, was among the 
strongest rulers that country has seen. There 
was much cruelty under Catherine. Her »er- 
sonal and family relations supplied ph«ty 
of gossip. But as a ruler she stands per- 
haps next to Peter the Great. It was the 
pride of Peter the Great that he had intro- 
duced Europe to Russia. Prior to his reign 
Russia was extremely oriental in ita civi- 
lization. Peter the Great let in considerable 
European light and civilization into the con- 
fies of the Russian empire. 

Of Catherine the Great it is said that 
she completed the work of Peter the Great 
by introdacing Russia to Europe. She forced 
the Western world to reckon with the Slav 
empife as one of its great neighbors.

Is Olga Another Catherine? . 

Will Grand Duchess Olga, if she becomes 
queen, become another Catherine? Will she 
wake Russia out of its restless slumber and 
finally usher in those reforms, econotnic 
as well as political, which are by this time 
established institutions in England, France, 
and Germany? ‘That is what is agitating 
statesmen and journalists in the empire of 
the cgar. 

If Olga becomes empress she will be the 
second empress by that name. The other 
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was the first woman to rule over thé Rus- 
sians, The first Olga reigned long before 
the days of the Romanoffs. It was sevti 
after the Russian empire was founded by 
Rurik, a Scandinavian leader. Olga was the 
widow of Igor, and she succeeded him on the 
throne after his death in 945. She reigned 
until 957, when she abdicated in favor of 
Sviatoslav, The next time Russia was ruled 
by a womgn wag after the death of Peter the 
Great. His wife, Catherine the First, ruled 
Russia for a period of only two g@ara. The 
next two empresses—Anne, who reia@néd from 
1730 to 1740, and Blisabeth, whe reigned 
from 1741 to 1762, did not inflwénce history 
to any extent. 

It was the advent of Catherine the Second, 
called the Great, in 1762, that gave im- 
petus to the Europeanization of Russia, 
which was begun by Peter the Great. Cathe- 
rine reigned until 1796, and, ruthless as she 
was in many directions, she was at least fa- 
miliar with the humanitarian ideas of Vol- 
taire, Rousseau, and Diderot, the thinkers 
and philosophers, who were the great dis- 
seminators of humanitarian ideas in France 
and western Europe.

Michael Legal Successor. 

The interest in possible succession of 
woman to the throne of Russia was guick- 
ened recently by a series of sharp clashes 
between the czar and his nearest blood 
relatives. The severest of these clashes took 
place between Emperor Nicholas and the 
Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, his 
only brother. It is Michael who is the legal 
successor to the throne. Only the other day 
Grand Duke Michael Alexandfovitch took 
up his residence in England. 

Judging by the atmosphere in the czar’s 
household Olga is no stranger to sadness and 
tragedy. Her mother, the czarina, wha was 
Princess Alix of Hesse, is said to be the 
most unhappy woman that érér wore a 
crown, Since her marriage to Nicholas thé 
Second, oh Nov. 26, 1894, she has not had 
a happy day. She has never felt safe for 4 
moment. There was fot a day but that 
‘he secret police anearthed plots on the part 
of revolutionists to exterminate the rogai 
family, or as many members of the royal 
family as they could possibly lay hands on. 
Grand Duke Sergius, one of the c#ar's 
favorite brothers, and for whom the ezarine 
iad a deep attachment, Was assassinated be- 
fore het eyes. Ministers of stare fell he- 
fore the revolutionists. The czar himscif 
Lad narrow escapes from death on a number 
cf occasions; One of these being wh2n he 
attended a state function, and when a hail 
of bullets aimed at him passed only a few 
inches above his head, 
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Troubles Multiply for Czarina. 

But the greatest sottow came to thé 
ezarina with the birth of her gon. Four 
daughters wete born to her in succession, 
while the czar and the rest of the rosal 
family were eagerly wishing for a son to 
continue the line of the Romanoffs. Finally 
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AlexiP, 
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a son came, The Csarevitch Alexis wae 
born on July 0, 1904. The joy which the 
birth of an heip to the Russian throne 
brought was goon darkened, however, for 
the caarina by a series of national and in- 
ternational events which made Russia the 
storm center of the world, The war with 
Japan, which was declared Feb, 12, 1904, 
only a few months prior te the birth of the 
heit, took a disastrous turn, Then came 
the révolution,‘when for weeks and weeks 
it looked as if the caar might have ta abdi- 
cate or flee ffom Russia, Before the csare- 
vitch was 1 year old an attempt wae made 
to assassinate him. 

Since tien the attempts on the osareviteh 
have been numerous. Little that is authentic 
comes out from the royal palace with re- 
gard to these attempts, It ia known, how- 
ever, that the esgrevitech had far more 
enemies among the esar’s own ata than 
among revolutioniats, A little over a year 
ago the czarevitch finally was caught off 
guard and was seriously injtired. The extent 
of his injuries has been withheld from the 
world. 

It is common talk in St, Petersburg that 
Alexia, should he ever grow up into man- 
hood and retain fairly good health, will 
not he well enough to continue the line of 
the Remanoffs as emperor, The determita- 
tion of the cesar to place his daughter Olga 
on the throne shows that there is more than 
mere gossip in the statements with regard 
to the condition of the csareviteh,

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HO murdered Amos. J. Snell? A 
guarter of a century has passed 
since his body, with two bullet 
wounds, was found in the Snell 
mansion at Washington bovlevard and Ada 
street, and the identity of his slayer has 
never been positively established. Willie 
Tascott, for whom a world wide search was 
made, was suspected of being the millionaire 
banker's assailant. There was no positive 
proof, however, and if he had been appre 
hended he might have been able to disprove 
the suspicion of the police. 
‘ But Tascott was never caught. More than 
400 men who “ looked like” the suspect were 
arrested in different parts of the United 
States, but none of them was the one wanted 
for the Snell murder. -If Tascott is alive— 
and there is no reason to think otherwise— 
he is about 47 ‘years old. The crime for 
which a reward of $10,000 was offered for 
his capture was committed Feb. 9, 1888. 
Never in the criminal annals of Americe 
Was a man suspected of murder hunted s° 
persistently as was the youth who wag ac: 
cused of slaying Amos Snell. The last ever 
heard of him was at St. Paul. This was six 
days after the commission of the crime. 
Chicago detectives found where Tascott 
pawned a suit of clothes and other articles 
in St. Paul, but they were twenty-four hours 
behind him. From that day to this nothing 
has been heard of him. 
The murder of Banker Snell was one of the 
most baffling cases with which the Chicago 
police ever grappled. Robbery is supposed to 
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have been the| motive of the crime, but that 


theory was never conclusively proved. Aj 
old iron safe that was never locked was rifled 
of papers and a small amount of money, but 
this fact may Ihave been only a “blind” to 
throw the polite off the track.

First Clew Day of Funeral. 

On the day of the murdered man’s funera! 
a woman who kept a rooming house in West 
Madison street, two blocks from the Sre‘l 
residence, gave the police their first clew. 
Detective “Sandy” Hanley, who died re- 
cently, found this woman by making a house 
to house canvase of the neighborhod. She 
told him that one of her roomers had disap- 
peared the mornirg of the Snell murder. He 
had been a guest of the house only a few 
days and he was known to her as William 
Clark. When he engaged the room he repre- 
sented himself to be a newspaper reporter, 
and on that account said he would be out 
late at night. 

In an old fashioned grate in the room which 
he occupied the woman had found a scrap of 
paper partly burned. It bore the signature 
of A. J. Stone, a son-in-law of Mr. Snell, 
and was a note for $2.500 which he had bor- 
rowed from the banker a few hours before 
he was slain. A quantity of silverware also 
was found in the room that was identified as 
the remnants of several west side burglaries. 
Some of the papers taken from the safe wer2 
found hidden in the bed, the county scrip 
for $2,000 being intact.

For several months Chicago detectives traveled 
constantly from one place to another to mak» 
identification of suspects.

Coming Opera 
Bills Outlined. 


By Glenn Dillard Gunn. 


O the American public opera means dig+ 
play; a vocal display first of all, with 
scemic, social, sartorial, and. rather 
remotely, musical displays, as the com- 
plementing factors. In the matter of 

vocal display the public regards as worthy 
eof interest and attention only those 
volees which can achieve the unusual. 
The artist who, like Titto Ruffo of . 
Caruso, can sing higher and louder thas 
his colleagues makes the greatest sensation. 
Next in order of public approval comes the 
artist who does the daring and unusual thing 
dramatically or is able to surround his per- 
sonality with an aura of speculation and con- 
jecture. Finally, there is a emall place re- 
served im the regard of the public for the 
artist who is musically and vocally compe 
tent and nething more. 


oe 


VFortunately for the preservation of artistic 
standards, musical competence is not incom- 
patible with seneational vocal and dramatic 
gifts. But if one interprets aright the an- 
nouncement sent out by the Chicago opera 
management regarding the opening of the 
season next week this quality is taken for 
granted and emphasis is laid on the other 
operatic attributes enumerated above. For 
we are reminded that Miss Garden and Mr, 
Vanni Marcoux, who are to interpret the 
roles of Tosca and Scarpia in Puccini's 
“ Tosca” on Monday evening, Nov. 24, may 
repeat those features of their performance 
that “ startled the staid Bostonians last sea- 
oom Miss Garden can hardly fail to be in- 
teresting and attractive, and Marcoux, the 
baritone, is said to be a realist of the most 
pronounced tendencies.” 


Director Campanini begins by setting forth 
tltose operatic wares likely to cause dis- 
cussion, knowing quite well—as does the 
public—that he is abundantly able to pro- 
vide the worthier and more serious elements 
of hig art. Of course, Miss Garden, also, 
has proved herself an artist of exquisite 
refinement and of rare insight, and she 
stands sponsor.for Mr. Marcoux. So should 
the suggested sensation be modified in con- 
sideration of our provincial, mid-western 
prejudices, the public may rest assured that 
it will witness a performance dramatically 
important.

In his second cast Mr. Campanini will 
bring forward three of the great voices of 
the company to justify or—as some misguid- 
ed musicians would —to mitigate the 
revive of Ponchie ‘et Gioconda,” 
scheduled for Tuesday evening. It will 
be grateful to a few opera patrons to remem» 
ber that one of these great voices is Amen 
ican. Mme. Carolina White, who won re- 
cent honors in the Verdi centennary cele- 
bration at Parma, will appear as the ballad 
singer. Titto Ruffo will make his frst 
appearance for the season as Barnaba, the 
agent of the secret council of ten. Mme. 
Julia Claussen, the Swedish contralto, wild 
assume the role of Cieca, the aged victim 
of the Inquisition. 


Vocal display will make place for the lure 
of novelty Wednesday evening. The season's 
first addition to the repertory will be Mas- 
senet’s poetic opera, “‘ Don Quichotte.” Mr. 
Marcoux will assume the title réle Wednes- 
day evening, and will be supported by Miss 
Garden as the lovely Dulcienna. 

“Mme. Butterfly” will be the bill at a 
Thanksgiving day matinée, and “ Die Walk- 
lire’ will be given»Thursday evening. The 
casts are not announced. Saturday after- 
noon Verdi's “ Alda’ will supply the Polish 
soprano, Mme. Rosa Raisa, with an effective 

vehicle for her debut.

Mr. Campanini desires to call especial at- 
tention to an unusual feature of the Chicago 
opera. Not only will operas be sung in the 
original languages, in conformance with the 
prevailing custom—on Monday evening Miss 
Garden and Mr. Marcoux will vary that cus- 
tom by singing their parts chiefly in French, 
while the rest of the company sings Italian— 
but many will be given in English. Teo 
inaugurate the series of English perform- 
ances on Saturday evenings Mr. Campanini 
announces Victor Herbert's “ Natoma,” to 
be conducted by the composer. George Ham- 
lin, Armand Crabbe, and Mrs. Jane Osburn- 
Hannah will appear in the cast. 

The English repertory of the company has

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The Catastrophe of Dickens in the Theater. 


- By Charles McEvoy. 


“T is growing to be an accepted axiom that 
. Dickens cannot be effectively presented 
3 onthe stage. The apparent impossibility 
of dramatizing (or rather of acting) work 
* which seems essentially dramatic may 
well be a source of wonder, and I believe 
@hat wonder reaches its zenith in the minds 
@f those who make the gallantattempt. Yet 
what is this colossal difficulty? How can it 
be that, given intensely vivid narratives, 
given tragedy and its “ comic relief,” given 
distinctly differentiated characters, boldly 
decisively drawn—how can ‘it be that 
sven lavishly all these coriponeént parts of 
ihe drama, the thing when it is attempted 
? There have been admirable attempts, 
ympts which have succeeded in profound- 
‘Interesting us, but who has ever come 
from such a performance with the feel- 
fag that he has at last met Mr. Dombey, or 
Mr. Bumble, or seen with his own eyes Lit- 
tie Dorrit or Oliver Twist? 
Tt was of an alleged bust of the poet that 
gome one said; ‘ It can’t be like Shakspeare, 
Because it isn't like a man.” Here, I think, 
we have the clew to all the trouble. Whether 
@ne knows it or not, what one feels about 
@ stage Pickwick is that it can't be like Mr. 
ick, because it’s like a man. There, I 
believe, lies the root of the mischief. 
Mr. Chesterton has discovered for us, 
tome characters are not like men, women, 
erchildren. They are not like human beings. 


‘They are greater than that. They are like: 


souls. Here is the reason why the 
ficulties which beset the dramatist who at- 
tempts to dramatize the works of this par- 
ticular novelist ate not the same difficulties 
Which beset the same task when it is applied 
to other authors. Ordinarily there are two 
@ifficulties about this dramatizing of books. 
The first is the difficulty of reducing a story, 
which thé novelist has acted upon the limit- 
less boards of pure fancy, to the conditions 
imposed by the limited and concrete boards 
of the theater; to arrange In five or six or so 
movements a story which in the book has, or 
should have, progressed from the first Jine. 
The second difficulty is that of reproducing 


in an actual man or woman that outward 
suggestion of inner consciousness which the 
novelist has projected on to the imagination 
of the reader. Yet neither of these difficul- 
ties is insurmountable so long as we are deal- 
ing with real; or at least realistic, concep- 
tions, and so long, moreover, aa the dialogue 
which we are more or less obliged to follow 
is the colloquial conversation of men and 
not, as Mr. Chesterton would say again, of 
gods. | 

Let us take, for instance, an imaginary 
dramatization of Meredith's *“‘ Rhoda Filem- 
ing.”’ 
within the limits of the ordinary theater as 
we know it today it is not impossible, We 
might conceivably put Rhoda onto the stage, 
and there are actresses who might look like 
her. They might not only look like her, 
they might feel like her. Yet, what living 
woman could feel like Kate Nickleby? Kate 
is more than a young lady in the family cage 
of that era. She is the spirit of the cage, the 
writing on the .wires of the cage. Trans- 
plant her onto the modern stage and will she 
live and breathe as, say, Rose Sibely lives 
and breathes in the first act of ‘“ Mile- 
stones "? /The latter is an imperfect analogy, 
because Rose Sibely was young enough in 
1860 to be Kate’s granddaughter, but itis apt 
enough for my purpose.

or two of rubber may be exaggerated by a 
bicycle pump until it becomes a balloon and 
flies. Certainly, there is about as much re- 
semblance between the ordinary man and 
Mr. Pickwick as there is between a rag of 
rubber and a balloon in flight, which is why 
no amount of padding the waistcoat, and all 
the skill of the wigmaker and the costumer 
cannot give us Pickwick on the stage, and 
never will give.us him until we go much far- 
ther. In recognizing, as we have for years, 
that he Is exaggerated and not lifelike, we 
have forgotten to present him with that 
magnification which is his due, and omitted 
to make him that creature remote from life 
which we confess he {s. 

It is because we translate these admitted- 
.y impossible and unreal beings into more or 
less “‘ realistic"’ men and women that we 
fail. There is only one way of dramatizing 
and acting Dickens, it is by the creation of a 
new theatrical idea. Most readers will recal! 
the references which were made in the Eng- 
lish papers to a ‘play founded on Pickwick 
which was produced in Paris some two years 
ago. It seems that something of this proper 
spirit of magnification was embodied in the 
performance, for the gross exaggeration of 
everybody and everything was resented by 
most of the English correspondents. At the 
same time it was confessed that Mr. Pick- 
wick himself was an astounding representa- 
tion, appearing to be very embodimcnt of 
the Pickwick we know him from the Cruik- 
shank illustrations. What the critics failed 
to see was that it was only the exaggeration 
that made such an effect possible. If the 
actor complctely abandoned every known 
law of the theater and of norma! life, he 
probably even felt like Mr. Pickwick. 


Some genius and Mr. Gordon Craig might 
between them ‘elaborate this idea, and make 
of Dickens a stage thrill instead of a stage 
disaster. If we are to present a room, it 
must not look like a room. It must look 
like anything in the world except a room 
or at least it must be a room whére flagons 
and bottles are of a preposterous size. I can 
picture Mr. Gordon Craig's Marshalsca 
prison. I can picture everything except 
anybody's Mr. Dorrit, and yet Dickens’ own 
Mr. Dorrit might be reproduced by a bold 
enough imagination. It can be done when 
an artist comes along who sees the spirit, 
and not the flesh, who can run riot on the 
modern stage and abandon the unities. The 
Dickens character who is to appear real 
must likewise be the most fantastic rep- 
resentation of a human being that a human 
eye has ever beheld. Not ludicrously go, 
but profoundly and spiritually so. The truth 
is that at present we are defeated by our 
Own realism. It is our ideas of the theater 
which will have to be altered before we 
can see, with that joy which might be, Dick- 
ens on the stage.

Archibald Selwyn controls a considerable in- 
terest, although not as great as is common- 
ly supposed. Roscoe Crosby Gaige of the Sel- 
wyn office is said to own 20 per cent of the 
piece, in which case his individual profits last 
week amounted to $3,000. Witness Mr. 
Gaige’s recent acquisition of a complete set 
of motor cars. 

Miss Helen Tyler of the same office and Mr. 
and Mrs. Edgar Selwyn also are stockhold- 
ers, and so it is apparent that the Selwyn 
establishment is enjoying a continuous melon 
party. 

The royalties for the same week aggre- 
gated about $4,200. Of them George Broad- 
hurst receives, according to reliable infor- 
mation, one-third under an arrangement en- 
tered into during the early days of the play 
when he was called into consultation. What- 
ever the value of his contribution—and 
Messrs. Broadhurst and Veiller have already 
debated the point—a weekly compensation 
of $1,400 is not to be derided. 

The speculation involved in any theatrical 
venture is best exemplified in the history 
of this play which William A. Brady sold out- 
right for $10,000, following its Chicago en- 
gagement two years ago.

John W. Alexander’s three 
figure compos'tion, ‘‘ Her Birthday,” pictures 
certain qualities of his style to the point of 
strain, and loses its virtues of lyric spon:a- 
neity and grace. Lillian Yenth is a:it too 
careful with her ‘‘ Mother and Child,” which 
misses the inspirational quality of her earlier 
pictures. 

Cecilia Beaux also is disappointing; her 
style, which used to be so fluent and fluid, is 
getting cold and hard. And Childe Hassam 
almost repeats h's Pittsburgh picture, which 
was not strong enough to deserve the honor. 
Frank W. Benson is too literal in his portrait, 
and not effective in his other things. Even 
Mary Caseatt is rather perfunctory this year, 
also Alden Weir, Charles W. Hawthorne. 
Sergeant Kendall, and Irving Wiles. And 
Murray P. Bewley, who is better known in 
Paris than here, is not ingratiating in his 
rather melodramatic ‘ Actress.” 

Jean McLane, in her “‘ Mother and Chil- 
dren,’’ makes a brilliant attempt at a daring 
color scheme and vivid characterization, but 
she seems to stop half way, getting only a 
superficial and scattered effect. Karl Buehr 
is too sentimenta! in “ Sisterly Counsel ’’; the 
story telling temptation is carrying him be- 
yond the danger line. But the most incom- 
prehensible of all these half hearted endeav- 
ors is Edmund C. Tarbell’s “ Portrait of Mrs. 
A.”"” One wonders how so good a painter 
could have placed his lady against the 
branching horns of that heavily rococo mir- 
ror, and how he cou'd have subjected her to 

the further cruelty of such a smooth, rigor- 
ous, and resolute style.

Last winter, in viewing the exhibition of 
the National Portrait society in New Yori, I 
felt we were developing what might prove 
an important school of portrait painters. 
That feeling is strengthened by this and 
other current shows, especially by the 
younger artists, whose early essays seem to 
promise brilliant achievement. We have 
grown s0 accustomed to William M. Chase

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that we take for granted his clever assertion 
of character and handling of textures in 
the “ Portrait of R. U. Johnson,” the beau- 
tiful gradation of blacks which he accom- 
plishes so easily; but we wonder at Mr. Troc- 
coli‘s quiet mastery of his problem, and we 
pause in high hope before such a picture as 
“The Grandparents,” by Leopold Seyffert, 
another young American whose name ‘xdi- 
cates foreign origin. 


The Chicago portraits are unusually strorg 
t' is year. The three by William P. Hender- 
son show he is gaining in human sympathy 
and power of characterization without sac- 
rificing his feeling for tonal values. The 
“ Portrait of Miss Roullier " is the simplest 
and most gracious study of a woman which 
he has shown as yet, while the qu:et golden 
toned portrait of Rabindra Nath Tagore is 
a truly intimate revelation of the great Ben- 
gali poet who has just won the Nobel prize 
for literature. 

Ralph Clarkson's blond lady ts interesting 
because he has followed effectively the tint 
of her scarlet hair, playing with it through- 
out the picture, which is keyed to a higher 
color scheme than he has ever before used. 
And the seated figure of the Rev. Jenkin 
Lioyd Jones (not John Burroughs—that was 
an absurd alip of the pen!) is one of Louis 
Betts’ most intimate portraits; direct and 
simple, presenting with delicate insight not 
only the beauty of the old man’s character, 
but also that twinkle of whimsicality in it 
which makes him the more lovable. 

Oliver Dennett Grover’s “ Portrait of iiss 
Billings’ is this artist's best portrait, so 
far as I remember; still a little cold in char- 
acterization, but a well balanced composi- 
tion and altogether an accomplished piece of 
work. Abram Poole’s three portraits, espe- 
cially the one of “‘ Mrs, D,"’ have style; they . 
speak authoritatively, and with a certain 
rhythmic eloq@ence, for the ability of the 
young man who didthem. Cecil Clark Davis’ 
“ Portrait of Miss Dudley "’ is another-vital 
piece of work, which escapes mere realism 
by a certain balanced harmony init. Har- 
riet Blackstone's “ Portrait of Mrs. B.”’ has 
also interesting qualities.

The little car, however, that was really 
marketed and which had an immense de- 


mand for a time, was the Orient buckboard.

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One engineer sought to improve upon the 
use of denatured alcohol and glycerin and 
other anti-freezing mixtures by tapping the 
water jacket and fitting in the hole a thin 
plug of lead, his idea being that the expan- 
sion from the cold would cause this to blow 
out and relieve the strain on the cast iron, 
just as a fusible plug is designed to relieve 
a boiler of excessive steam pressure. 

He did not think far, for naturally the water 
congealed around the iron and soon formed a 
solid mass, expanding in all directions with 
practically equal force. and without outlet, 
relieved itself by cracking the water jacket 
of the cylinder, causing the laying up of the 
car and a generous repair bill. 

Use denatured alcohol to prevent freezing, 
as has been repeatedly stated, and take the 
precaution to blanket the motor and radiater 
to retain as much heat as possible to make 
starting less difficult. THE TRIBUNE recently 
published a table showing the correct pro- 
portions of alcohol and water to be used, and 
this should have been kept in the hat band 
for ready reference. 

What is known as a floating axle is not 
generally understood among automobile own- 
ers, particularly as there is a semi-floating 
axle as well. A floating axle derives ita term 
from the fact that it foats within the housing, 
and has no part in carrying the weight of 
the car, its function being to carry power 
from the differential gear to the road wheels. 

The iliustration will perhaps explain it 
more fully. It will be noticed by this that 
the axle, E, extends from the differential, 
F, to the end of the hub, and on this axle are 
what are known as dog clutches, which are 
engaged with the hub for the purpose of driv- 
ing the latter. The bearings shown at B are 
on the axle housing and carry the load of the 
car so as to relieve the axle, E, of any strain 
other than that of transmitting power from 
the engine to the wheels. 

A further glance at the drawing will show 
the brake drum in section located at D, and 
the flanges which carry the spokesatC. Itis 
not infrequent that trouble with the brakes is 
noticed by the motorist because of grease 
and oil lodging on the surfaces. This oil 
comes from the differential gear casing and 
is carr'td along the drive axle to the end of 
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And.on the boulevard, the street, 


the hub and then works its way around until 
it gets on to the brake surfaces. } 
One motorist found a simple remedy fq 
overcoming this trouble. He had resorted to 
all kinds of felt washers, but these appar- 
ently did not hold back the grease when the 
differential case was filled. He found a 
remedy by drilling a small hole on the un- 
derside of the axle housing, about midway 
between the brake drum and the differential 
casing. This hole was drilled on each side 
so ag to drain whatever grease might come 
from the differential gear in either direc- 
tion. Naturally enough the emount of 
grease that would find its way through the 
axle housing would be small, so that a three- 
sixteenths inch hole easily took care of any- 
thing that made its appearance.

‘“T am an owner of a 1910 Buick, and have 
trouble with my radiator. A month agol had 
a leak and put a small handful of flax meal 
into it. The leak stopped, but I cannot go 
ten miles before my engine stops and the 
radiator is empty. I again have to Mill it. 
The last time, through a little exertion of 
the machine going through some soft mud, 
it began to steam and throw a stream a foot 
high through the radiator cap. Can it be the 
pump is out of o , and where will I find 
this pump situated? The exhaust pipes from 
the cylinder to the muffler get red hot from 
little running. Can you tell me what causes 
this? Rocers D., Chicago.”’ 

You made a serious mistake in using flax 
meal or anything of the kind to rid yourself 
of leaky radiator troubles. While you 
stopped the leak, you also stopped circula- 
tion of water. There is just one thing to do, 
and that is to have the radiator properly 
cleaned out by a radiator man. This will be 
done by air pressure, and urtil you have it 
cleaned you will continue to have trouble, 
and? may ruin your motor through lack of 
water. It is apparent little water passes the 
pump and reaches the water jacket of the 
cylinder, but it is sufficient to cause the gen- 
eration of steam, which must find an outlet 
and does so through the radiatorcap. You 
do not state how much water you are able 
to put Inthe radiator when filling it. It would 
indicate a small amount, inasmuch as it die 
appears in ten miles. This may be due to 
the fact that the radiator is stopped up. 
Your second question bears on the first, to 
some extent. You are either running witha 
mixture that is entirely too rich, or with igni- 
tion that is entirely too late. This causes 
propagation of the gas at too late a point 
on the downward stroke of the cylinder. 
This would be another peason for absorbing 
the water and for making steam. It would 
be advisable to have the radiator thoroughly 
cleaned and the leak soldered, and to ascer- 
tain from the Buick company the exact and 
correct setting for proper ignition.

**Mention was made in your paper recently 
regarding winter protection for automobiles. 
Will you kindly advise me regarding the fol- 
lowing through your column: Can I inclose 
the under part with a sort of second pan, or 
canvas or sheet iron inclosure, running from 
the stationary pan vu»ward and around the 
back end, so as to throw the heat against the 
floor boards of the car, permitting the heat to 
creep through around the foot levers and 
cracks;in the floor?

You should follow'the advice of the maker 
in providing sufficient release for the air 
which is taken in in front. If you do not, 
you will not be able to remove the heat which 
is radiated from the cylinders. On extreme- 
ly cold days you might be able to work this 
scheme, but you should have some device by 
which the air could be permitted to get away 
from the engine incase the weather changed. 
It will be a cheaper and less risky proposi- 
tion to obtain some of the carbon foot warm- 
ers that are offered, and which will serve the 
purpose even better.

They are Arkansas, Delaware, 
Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Pennsylvania, 
Vermont, West Virginie, and Wisconsin. 
As many other states had previously passed 
similar legislation, but few of the forty- 
eight states have not seen the wisdom of 
using prisoners to build and maintain public 
roads. 

West Virginia and Iowa are the two states 
whose laws regarding the working of con- 
victs on highways stand out most promi- 
nently. The West Virginia law authorizes 
the county courts to make appropriations 
out of road funds for convicts’ work; it 
states that the court shall sentence any male 
person over 16 to road work instead of to 
the county jail; persons charged with mis- 
demeanors, unable to furnish bail, shall work 
on the roads, and if acquitted when tried 
shall be paid 50 cents a day for each day's 
work they perform; justices of the peace 
shall sentence to work on the roads persons 
convicted of crime whom otherwise they 
would send to the county jail. 

Another feature of the West Virginia law 
is the establishment of a state road bureau 
to supervise any plans proposed by a county 
for using prison labor in road building. The 
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plans approved, the county shall apply to 
the board of control for the number of 
prisoners required, and shall state the length 
of time they shall be needed. The board 
shall, so far as possible, give equal service 
to each of the counties, and sha)l determine 
which prisoners may be assigned to such 
work. The warden is to provide suitable 
and movable quarters, which shall be built, 
where possible, by convict labor. The con- 
victe shall remain under direct control of 
the warden, their work, however, being under 
the supervision of the road bureau. 


In Iowa the board of control ef the state 
institutions, with the advice of the warden 
of any penal inatitution, may permit able 
bodied male prisoners to work on the roads. 
The law specifically states such labor shall 
not be leased to contractors. A prisoner op- 
posed to such work, or whose character and 
disposition make it probable that he would 
attempt escape or be unruly, is not to be 
worked on the highways. Although the 
prisoners are under the jurisdiction of the 
warden while building or repairing roads, 
their work is supervised by the estate high- 
way commissioner. Prisoners employed on 
the highways of Iowa receive such part of 
their earnings, above the cost of their keep, 
as the board deems equitable, the earnings 
either being funded er given to their de- 
pendent families.

By the development of a home community 
at Akron, O., the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
eompany is supplying comfortable homes to 
its employés at actual cost, payments to be 
on the basis of rent. No “ down payments ”’ 
are necessary, and the rent installments do 
not begin until the prospective owner is 
living in his new home. 


President F.. A. Bieberling of the Goodyear 
company planned the community as one so- 
lution of the serious housing problem that 
was created in Akron by the rapid growth 
of the rubber industry there and the con- 
sequent demand for workingmen. It was 
realized that in the absence of homes for 
workmen's families comparatively few fam- 
ily men would come to Akron for work, and 
the labor supply would consequently be 
migratory and uncertain. 

Mr. Sieberling bought 400 acres of farm 
land, at farm cost, not far from the Goodyear 
factory, which is at the edge cf town. He 
caused the streets to be laid out and graded, 
sewers, water and gas pipes laid, etc., by the 
factory's engineering department, ell at 
actual cost, and then let contracts for houses 
in quantities of 100, to obtain the best pos- 
sible prices. The houses themselves all have 
individuality, and are unlike the usual com- 
pany allotments with unvarying styles and 
unrelieved houses of a sameness of type. 

The land will accommodate 1,600, and ulti- 
mately will be covered.

| Problems of Music Students.

HERE are 80,000 students of music in 

Chicago. Perhaps haif of that number 

look forward to professional careers. 

Many encounter problems in the course 

of their studies which they are unable 

to solve and which their teachers sometimes 

fall to solve for them. Some have brought 

their troubles to THe TRIBUNE.

In 

 gome tngtances the conditions revealed are 

astonishing and should be exposed. Informa- 
tion hefpful to one may be helpful to many. 

Musical Editor Tribune: I have played 
piano for ten years. Two years ago !1 began 
to study it seriously in one of the smaller 
cities of a neighboring state. My teacher 
told me that my fingers were unusually week, 
especially the fourth finger of the left hand. 
and gave me a number of special exercises, 
After a few weeks of earnest work I began 
to suffer from pains in the leftarm. I con- 
wulted a physician, who recommended an 
operation. Two small tendons in the wrist 
were removed, but I still am unable to play 
the piano without suffering severe pains in 
the left arm. Is there any help for me or 
must I give up the instrument? K. W., East

; Both the piano teacher and the surgeon displayed 
gross ignorance of the mechanical principles that 
govern piano pleying. Your trouble was caured 
by a common muscular habit. Instead of focusing 
all energy on the finger tip, you centered a great 
deal of power in the wrist, probably forcing it 
‘downward with the pressure of the arm. No sur- 
gical operation was necessary to correct the ills 
that resulted nor can such an operation ever correct 
them, e#ince they always are due to an unfavorable 
muscular habit. Belevate the wrist slightly. You 
cannot misplace energy in a wrist that is held 
slightly above the knuckles, It is thrown forward 
where it belongs, on the tip of the finger, at the 
point of contact. Keep the arm in an elastic con- 
@ition and see te it that the whole sensation of 
playing is centered in the finger. Practice dis- 
creetly and your trouble probably will disappear.— 
Musieal Editor.

Hog Raising in the South. 


Rockford, Ill.—({Forward te the Land Bu- 
reau.]—I would like to know something about 
the possibilities for hog raising in the south; 
the cost, methods, etc. (i? @ ¢ 

Circular No. 80, “Hog Raising in the 
South,'’ issued by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, says along the line of 
your inquiry: 

“ How raising ie one of the most profitable 
lines of animal husbandry in the south if 
wisely managed, and one of the moet un- 
profitable if conducted tn the ordinary way— 
that is, if the hogs are raised without care 
and fed without knowledge or judgment. 


“Two methods of hog raising are common 


in the southern states, both equally objeo- 
tionable: : 

“(1) When managed by the first method, 
the hogs are allowed free range in the woods 
and swamps, fenced or unfenced; subsist on 
grasa, roots, acorns, and grubs; breed in@te- 
criminately, and the survivore are siaugh- 
tered at 2 or 8 years of age, weighing net 
from 50 to 125 pounds. Such animale furnish 
inferior hams and shouldera provide scarce- 
ly any lard, and Go not make a compensating 
return for the use of the land. ' 

“ (2) The second plan is to keep the hogs 
in small lote and feed corn mainly. This has 
been proven unprofitable with corn at the 
average price in the south. Hogs thus fed 
show a fevered condition, are restless, and 
are generally found rooting im the fresh 
earth. 

“The cost ef raising hoge when fed on 
corn alone is generally estimated at 5 cents 
a pound live weight, when corn is worth 50 
cents a bushel, and 7 cents a pound, live 
weight, when corn is worth 70 cents a bushel; 
that is, a bushel of corn will usually meke 
ten pounde of gain, live weight, when care- 
fully fe@ to thrifty hogs. But corn is not 
usually fed with care; and when raised on 
carn alone hogs are seldom very thrifty; con- 
sequently the cost will average much greater 
than thia 

“ The best way to make hog raising proat- 
able in the south is to graze the hogs upon 
pastures prepared especially for them, sup- 
plementing the green food by the addition of 
@ emall grain ration. Upon this plan hogs 
can be raised at an average cost of 1% to & 
cents a pound, depending mainly upon the 
managemient of the sows and pigs ané upen 
an copes plan of fattening.”

on and improve in any way he sees fit. Such 
cages are not rare; literally scores of them 
eould be cited.”
